Ordinance  No.  1449 
(City  Council  1834) 

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amend- 
ments, Paragraphs  1744  and  1745  of  Article  5  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Building  Regulations",  sub-title  "Chapter  17 — 
Fees  and  Service  Charges",  said  paragraphs  hav- 
ing been  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  1103,  approved 
November  20,  1957,  amending  that  portion  of  the 
Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City  which  concerns 
permit  fees  for  certain  electrical  fixtures,  signs  and 
border  lighting,  and  relating  generally  to  the  per- 
mit fees  for  such  fixtures,  signs  and  border  light- 
ing. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Paragraphs  1744  and 
1745  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Building  Regulations",  sub-title 
"Chapter  17 — Fees  and  Service  Charges",  said 
paragraphs  having  been  revised  by  Ordinance  No. 
1103,  approved  November  30,  1957,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments, 
to  read  as  follows: 

1744.  Permit  Fees  for  Electrical  Fixtures,  such  as 
lighting  fixtures,  lampholders,  not  part  of  fixtures, 
ceiling  fans  and  signal  devices  which  are  not  parts 
of  other  equipment  for  which  a  fee  is  prescribed, 
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and  for  outlets  and  receptacles,  shall  be  as  follows: 
Incandescent  lamp  fixtures. 

One  to  100  fixtures $0.75  for  each  10  or  less 

Fixtures  in  excess  of  100..  $.75  for  each  20  or  less 

Discharge  lamps,  not  over  1,000  volts. 

Each  unit  or  section  to  be  considered  a  fixture  and 
charged  as  for  incandescent  lamp  fixtures. 

Discharge  lamp  systems,  over  1000  volts. 

Up  to  500  volt-amperes $3.00 

Each  additional  500  volt-amperes  or  frac- 
tion thereof  1.50 

The  voltages  referred  to  above  are  the  voltages 
across  the  discharge  terminals.  The  fee  for  the 
fixtures  or  system  covers  transformers  when 
these  are  contained  within  the  fixture  or  system. 

Outlets. 

Outlets  for  fixtures,  switches  and  blank  outlets 
for  future  fixtures. 

Each  20  or  less....: $0.75 

Receptacles. 

30  Amperes  or  less. 

One  to  10  receptacles  $1.00 

Each  receptacle  over  10 0.04 

31  to  60  amperes. 

One  receptacle  0.75 

Each  additional  receptacle 0.50 

over  60  amperes. 

One  receptacle  1.50 

Each  additional  receptacle 0.75 

For  an  installation  consisting  of  receptacles  of 
different  ratings,  the  fee  shall  be  that  for  the 
receptacles  for  which  the  greatest  fee  is  prescribed, 
plus  the  fee  for  additional  receptacles  of  other 
ratings. 
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1745.  Permit    Fees    for    Electrical    Signs    and 

Border  Lighting  shall  be  as  follows : 

Incandescent  lamp  signs,  each.     One  to   100 

lampholders    $1.50 

Lampholders  in  excess  of  100,  per  100  or 
less  0.75 

Discharge    signs,    1000    volts    or    less,    each. 

One  to  10  lamps 0.75 

Lamps  in  excess  of  10,  per  10  or  less 0.35 

Discharge  Signs,  over  1000  volts. 

Up  to  500  volt-amperes 2.50 

Each  additional  500  volt-amperes  or  frac- 
tion thereof 1.25 

The  voltages  referred  to  above  are  the  voltages 
across  the  discharge  terminals.  The  fee  for  the 
sign  covers  transformers  when  these  are  contained 
within  the  sign.  For  signs  consisting  of  a  com- 
bination of  incandescent  and  discharge  lamps,  the 
fee  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  fees  for  each  type,  less 
$0.75.  Electric  signs,  not  larger  than  144  square 
inches  in  area,  installed  within  buildings,  shall  be 
charged  as  fixtures. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  to  surrender  and  release  all  of  its 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  an  easement,  16 
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feet  wide,  extending  southeasterly  from  the  south- 
east side  of  Roland  Heights  Avenue  a  distance  of 
111  feet,  more  or  less.  Said  right-of-way  or  ease- 
ment being  no  longer  needed  for  public  use. 

Whereas,  By  an  Agreement,  dated  August  5, 
1954,  and  recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of  Balti- 
more City  in  Liber  M.L.P.  No.  9555,  folio  122,  Claude 
R.  Milburn,  et  al.  granted  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  three  rights-of-way  for  munici- 
pal utilities  and  services,  all  shown  on  plat,  dated 
July  14,  1954,  and  numbered  R.W.  Jt:20-34418;  and 

Whereas,  The  Sewerage  Engineer  has  deter- 
mined, with  the  approval  of  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission, that  one  of  said  rights-of-way  is  no  longer 
needed  for  public  use  and  no  utilities  having  been 
installed  therein,  the  right-of-way  or  easement 
should  be  surrendered  and  released  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property  through  which  the  said 
right-of-way  extends. 

Therefore: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute  and  deliver  unto  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property  situated  within  the  confines 
of  the  aforesaid  easement  or  right-of-way  a  Deed  of 
Release,  conveying  and  releasing  all  right,  title  and 
interest  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  the  land  through  which  said  easement  or  right- 
of-way  extends  in  and  to  the  right-of-way  herein- 
after described : 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  southeast  side  of 
Roland  Heights  Avenue  at  a  point  113.70  feet  meas- 
ured along  said  Avenue  from  the  easterly  side  of 
Clydesdale    Avenue,  thence  along  Roland  Heights 
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Avenue  southeasterly  16  feet  with  an  even  rectang- 
ular depth  northeasterly  of  111  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
the  northwest  side  of  a  16  foot  alley. 

Being  right-of-way  designated  as  Parcel  No.  1  on 
the  aforesaid  plat. 

Said  right-of-way  or  easement  being  no  longer 
needed  for  public  use. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
deed  or  deeds  shall  pass  in  accordance  herewith  until 
the  same  shall  have  first  been  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor.

An  ordinance  to  add  Sections  86A,  86B,  86C,  86D, 
86E  and  86F  to  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ''Health'^  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  86  thereof  and  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  ''Lead  Paint",  regulating 
and  controlling  the  having  or  keeping,  offering 
for  sale,  selling  or  giving  away  of  paint  contain- 
ing lead,  within  the  City  of  Baltimore;  requiring 
warning  labels  on  containers  of  lead  paint;  and 
empowering  the  Commissioner  of  Health  to  make 
and  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance;  and  providing  a  penalty 
for  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Whereas,  There  have  been  numerous  cases  of 
lead  poisoning  among  children  in  Baltimore,  some 
of  which  have  been  fatal,  caused  by  the  chewing  and 
eating  of  lead  paint  compounds;  and 

Whereas,  There  were  56  such  lead  poisoning 
cases  in  Baltimore  during  the  year  1957,  of  which 
three  were  fatal;  and 

Whereas,  Since  1931  there  has  been  a  total  of 
601  such  lead  poisoning  cases  in  Baltimore  City  of 
which  112  have  been  fatal;  and 

Whereas,  These  children  usually  obtained  leaded 
compounds  from  painted  surfaces  within  their 
homes  in  Baltimore  City;  and 

Whereas,  Many  containers  of  paints  bear  labels 
which  do  not  warn  the  users  of  the  dangerous  nature 
of  the  product  and  the  potential  menace  to  the 
health  of  young  children;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  been  incidents  of  such 
dangerous  paints  being  labeled  and  sold  for  interior 
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usage  when  such  paint  contained  harmful  amounts 
of  leaded  compounds;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  at  the  present  time  no  require- 
ment of  a  warning  statement  on  the  label  of  paints 
containing  leaded  compounds  for  the  guidance  and 
protection  of  the  public;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, in  the  interest  of  public  health  and  safety 
now  desires  to  regulate  the  labeling  of  containers 
of  paint  so  as  to  provide  a  warning  to  users  of 
paints  containing  lead;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  86A,  86B,  86C, 
86D,  8QE  and  86F  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  added 
to  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  ''Health",  said  sections  to  follow  imme- 
diately after  Section  86  thereof,  to  be  under  the 
new  sub-title  "Lead  Paint",  and  to  read  as  follows : 

LEAD  PAINT 

86A.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have, 
keep,  offer  for  sale,  sell  or  give  away  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  any  paint  containing  more  than  one 
per  cent  of  lead,  determined  as  metallic  lead  based 
on  the  total  non-volatile  content  of  the  paint,  unless 
it  bear  the  following  warning  statement : 

"WARNING  —  Contains  Lead.  Harmful  if 
Eaten.  Do  not  apply  on  any  interior  surfaces 
of  a  dwelling,  or  of  a  place  used  for  the  care 
of  children,  or  on  window  sills,  toys,  cribs,  or 
other  furniture." 

86B.  Such  warning  statements  shall  be  placed  in 
a  conspicuous  place  on  the  immediate  container  of 
such  paint  and  shall  be  printed  in  letters  which  are 
legible  and  in  conspicuous  contrast  with  other  print- 
ing appearing  on  the  container. 
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86C.  Stocks  of  paints  which  contain  more  than 
one  per  cent  of  lead  and  which  were  manufactured 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  sub-title  can  be  made 
to  conform  with  the  labeling  requirements  of  this 
sub-title  by  the  application  of  a  separate  warning 
label  which  shall  be  affixed  directly  upon  the  exist- 
ing label.  However,  no  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  have,  keep,  offer  for  sale,  sell  or  give  away 
paint  containing  more  than  one  per  cent  of  lead 
after  one  year  from  the  passage  hereof  unless 
the  warning  is  an  integral  part  of  the  printed  con- 
tainer label. 

86D.  After  one  year  from  the  enactment  of  this 
sub-title  no  label  on  a  container  of  paint  having 
more  than  one  per  cent  of  lead  shall  indicate  in 
any  way  that  the  product  is  suitable  for  use  on 
interior  surfaces  of  places  used  for  the  care  of 
children  or  on  interior  surfaces  of  dwellings. 

86E.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  make  and  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  proper  and 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  sub-title  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  health  of  the  City. 

86F.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  2.  Afid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  (30)  days  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

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21 8A.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  main- 
tain or  opei-ate  in  Baltimore  City,  for  the  purpose  of 
fitting  shoes  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  foot- 
wear, any  fitting  devices  or  machines  which  use 
fluoroscopic,  X-ray  or  radiation  principles.  The 
Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  make  and  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  he  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for 
the  enforcement  of  this  section  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  the  health  of  the  City.  Any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  violating  any  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, or  of  one  of  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
hereunder,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  such  offense;  and  each 
day  that  the  violation  continues  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  separate  offense.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  37  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1950,  title  "Taxes", 
sub-title  ''Manufacturers'  and  Merchants'  Ex- 
emptions", said  new  section  to  be  known  as  Sec- 
tion 50B,  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  50A 
of  said  Article  37,  to  provide  that  beginning  on 
July  1,  1958,  and  continuing  thereafter,  certain 
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personal  property  used  entirely  or  chiefly  in  con- 
nection with  manufacturing,  or  used  in  the  pas- 
teurization and  processing  of  milk,  or  used  in  the 
business  of  laundering,  by  certain  new  manu- 
facturing, milk  processing,  or  laundering  indus- 
tries located  wholly  within  Baltimore  City  or  by 
certain  established  manufacturing,  milk  proces- 
sing, or  laundering  industries  located  wholly  with- 
in Baltimore  City  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
expansion,  growth  or  development  of  such  estab- 
lished manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or  laun- 
dering industries,  and  certain  raw  materials  on 
hand  and  manufactured  products  in  the  hands  of 
certain  new  manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or 
laundering  industries  located  wholly  within  Balti- 
more City,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  all 
ordinary  Municipal  purposes  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  all  subject  to  certain 
conditions  and  restrictions;  relating  generally  to 
the  exemption  from  taxation  of  certain  personal 
property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  providing 
that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1958. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section  be  and  it 
is  hereby  added  to  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  of  1950,  title  "Taxes",  sub-title  "Manufac- 
turers' and  Merchants'  Exemptions",  and  to  be 
known  as  Section  50B,  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  50A  of  said  Article  37,  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

50B.  (a)  In  order  to  encourage  and  promote  the 
location  of  new  manufacturing  industries,  and  the 
expansion,  growth  and  development  of  established 
manufacturing  industries,  in  Baltimore  City,  begin- 
ning on  July  1,  1958,  and  continuing  thereafter,  all 
mechanical  tools  or  implements  regardless  of  the 
kind  of  motive  power  needed  or  used  to  operate 
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them,  machinery,  motors,  engines,  apparatus  or 
equipment  used  entirely  or  chiefly  in  connection 
with  manufacturing,  and  all  machinery  and  equip- 
ment used  in  the  pasteurization  and  processing  of 
milk,  and  all  laundry  machinery  when  employed  or 
used  in  the  business  of  laundering,  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  for  all  ordinary  municipal  purposes 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

(i)  If  and  when  such  personal  property  is  used 
by  any  new  manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or 
laundering  industrj^  as  the  case  may  be,  located 
wholly  within  Baltimore  City  and  if  and  when  the 
plant  or  factory  of  such  new  manufacturing,  milk 
processing,  or  laundering  industry,  as  the  case  may 
be,  is  completed  and  placed  in  operation  after  July 
1,  1958;  or 

(ii)  If  and  when  such  personal  property  is  ac- 
quired and  used  after  July  1,  1958,  by  an  established 
manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or  laundering 
industry,  as  the  case  may  be,  located  wholly  within 
Baltimore  City  for  or  in  connection  with  the  ex- 
pansion, growth  or  development  of  such  established 
manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or  laundering 
industry,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  such  personal  property  is  in  excess  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  in  each  and  every 
instance  or  particular  case  which  is  covered  by  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-paragraph. 

(b)  Raw  materials  on  hand  and  in  the  possession 
of,  an'd  manufactured  products  in  the  hands  of,  any 
new  manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or  laundering 
industry,  as  the  case  may  be,  located  wholly  within 
Baltimore  City  and  whose  plant  or  factory  is  com- 
pleted and  placed  in  operation  after  July  1,  1958, 
beginning  on  July  1,  1958,  and  continuing  there- 
after, shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  all  ordinary 
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miinicii)al  purposes  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

(i)  Provided,  the  manufactured  products  in  the 
hands  of  any  such  new  manufacturing,  milk  process- 
ing, or  laundering  industry,  as  the  case  may  be, 
with  the  exception  of  milk  in  the  hands  of  the 
processor  and  bread  in  the  hands  of  the  baker,  and 
food  and  food  products  in  the  hands  of  the  processor 
or  manufacturer  thereof,  and  held  in  the  hands  of 
any  such  new  manufacturing,  milk  processing,  or 
laundering  industry,  as  the  case  msiy  be,  for  sale  at 
retail  by  such  manufacturer,  milk  processor,  or 
launderer,  shall  not  be  exempt  from  taxation  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  section. 

(ii)  In  determining  the  fair  average  value  of  the 
inventory  for  sale  at  retail  for  the  twelve  months 
preceding  the  date  of  finality,  it  shall  be  presumed 
in  the  absence  of  clear  evidence  to  the  contrary  that 
a  ratio  of  the  entire  inventory  held  by  the  taxpayer 
during  said  period  shall  be  subject  to  assessment 
equal  to  the  ratio  that  the  total  retail  sales  bear  to 
the  total  sales  for  such  period.  The  terms  ''retail 
sale"  and  ''sale  at  retail"  as  used  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  be  a  sale  in  any  quantity  or  quantities 
of  any  tangible  personal  property  to  any  person, 
partnership,  association,  corporation  or  other  legal 
entity,  as  said  terms  are  defined  in  Section  324  of 
Article  81  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1957 
Edition)  and  any  amendments  thereof,  when  the 
sale  is  for  any  purpose  other  than  those  in  which 
the  purpose  of  the  purchaser  is  (1)  to  resell  the 
property  so  transferred  in  the  form  in  which  it  is 
received  by  him  or  it,  or  (2)  to  use  or  incorporate 
the  property  so  transferred  as  a  material  or  part 
of  other  tangible  personal  property  to  be  produced 
for  sale  by  manufacturing,  assembling,  processing 
or  refining. 
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(iii)  In  case  any  such  new  manufacturer,  milk 
processor,  or  launderer,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
also  be  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  jobber  or  a 
wholesaler,  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  exempt  from  taxation  the  personal  property, 
other  than  goods  of  his  own  manufacture  or  products 
produced  by  him,  used  in  connection  with  said  busi- 
ness of  jobber  or  wholesaler. 

(c)  Provided,  however,  that  no  tax  exemption 
is  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  for 
the  replacement  of  any  of  such  personal  property 
which  has  simply  or  merely  deteriorated  or  become 
obsolete. 

(d)  The  tax  exemption  provided  for  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  exemption 
granted  by  any  ordinance  or  law  exempting  such 
personal  property  from  taxation. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and 
all  public  local  laws  or  special  laws,  ordinances  or 
resolutions,  and  any  and  all  parts  of  any  public 
local  laws  or  special  laws,  ordinances  or  resolutions 
inconsistent  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  any  such 
inconsistency. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  case 
it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word,  phrase, 
clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph  or  section  of  this 
ordinance,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person 
or  circumstance,  is  invalid,  the  remaining  pro- 
visions and  the  application  of  such  provisions  to 
other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  hereby  declar- 
ing that  they  would  have  ordained  the  remaining 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  without  the  word, 
phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph  or  section, 
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or  the  application  thereof,  so  held  invalid,  and  that 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

Sec.    4.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  July  1,  1958.

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terms  of  the  lease  agreement  between  the  Raih'oad 
and  the  Authority,  pursuant  to  which  the  rental 
paid  by  the  Railroad  to  the  Authority  is  based  in 
part  on  an  Investment  Account  which  includes  all 
costs  properly  allocable  to  the  project. 

On  the  eighth  anniversary  of  the  commencement 
of  the  term  of  the  lease  and  on  each  of  the  fiv^e 
succeeding  anniversaries  the  Authority  shall  pay  to 
the  City  a  sum  equal  to  $2,000  for  each  $1,000,000 
invested  by  the  Authority  in  the  property  and  the 
improvements  thereon.  For  each  fraction  of  $1,000,- 
000  the  Authority  shall  pay  to  the  City  an  equal 
fraction  of  $2,000. 

On  the  fourteenth  anniversary  of  the  commence- 
ment of  the  term  of  the  lease  and  on  each  of  the  five 
succeeding  anniversaries  the  Authority  shall  pay 
to  the  City  a  sum  equal  to  $3,000  for  each  $1,000,000 
invested  by  the  Authority  in  the  property  and  the 
improvements  thereon.  For  each  fraction  of  $1,000,- 
000  the  Authority  shall  pay  to  the  City  an  equal 
fraction  of  $3,000. 

On  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the  commence- 
ment of  the  term  of  the  lease  and  on  each  of  the 
nineteen  succeeding  anniversaries  the  Authority 
shall  pay  to  the  City  a  sum  equal  to  $4,000  for  each 
$1,000,000  invested  by  the  Authority  in  the  prop- 
erty and  the  improvements  thereon.  For  each  frac- 
tion of  $1,000,000  the  Authority  shall  pay  to  the 
City  an  equal  fraction  of  $4,000. 

2.  The  City  agrees  that  at  the  expiration  of  the 
original  term  of  the  lease  between  the  Railroad  and 
the  Authority  it  will  negotiate  a  further  agreement 
for  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  or  benefit  assessments 
for  an  additional  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  and  will 
thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  negotiate  such  further 
agi'eements  for  succeeding  renewal  periods.  In  such 
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negotiations  the  City  will  take  into  account  the  fact 
that  the  improvements  on  the  property  will  have 
been  fully  depreciated.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amend- 
ments, Section  1  of  Ordinance  No.  1397,  approved 
May  5,  1958,  amending  the  ordinance  concerning 
certain  members  of  the  Employees'  Retirement 
System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  being  permitted 
to  continue  in  employment  after  reaching  the  age 
of  seventy  years  for  the  purpose  of  making  them 
eligible  to  qualify  for  minimum  Social  Security 
benefits. 

Section  1.    Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  1  of  Ordinance 
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No.  1397,  approved  May  5,  1958,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read 
as  follows: 

1.  Section  6  (1)  (b)  of  Article  23  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  'Tensions", 
sub-title  "Benefits",  sub-heading  "Service  Retire- 
ment Benefit",  (to  the  extent  that  it  requires  termi- 
nation of  the  employment  by  the  City  of  Baltimore 
of  any  member  in  service  in  the  Employees'  Retire- 
ment System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  who  is  not 
an  elected  or  appointed  official  of  the  City  and  who 
has  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years)  is  temporarily 
waived  in  order  to  provide  that  any  former  mem- 
ber whose  mandatory  retirement  because  of  at- 
tainment of  age  seventy  became  effective  between 
April  28,  1958,  and  July  1,  1958,  both  dates  in- 
clusive, and  any  member  in  service  who  was  less 
than  seventy  years  of  age  as  of  July  1,  1958,  shall 
upon  application,  be  reemployed  or  continued  in 
the  employ  of  the  City  by  his  appointing  authority 
after  he  reaches  the  age  of  seventy  years  until  he 
has  served  six  calendar  quarters  in  City  service 
after  July  1,  1958,  or  until  he  has  acquired  cover- 
age in  the  minimum  number  of  calendar  quarters 
for  him  to  qualify  for  minimum  Social  Security 
benefits;  but  in  no  event  shall  such  extended  em- 
ployment in  City  service  continue  beyond  Decem- 
ber 31,  1961,  and  as  to  those  persons  covered  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Paragraph,  during  the  period 
of  extended  employment  herein  provided  for,  the 
City  shall  pay  to  each  such  temporary  employee  as 
compensation  an  amount  which  when  added  to  his 
retirement  allowance  will  aggregate  the  amount 
which  was  being  paid  in  compensation  to  the  em- 
ployee immediately  prior  to  his  retirement.  Such 
a  continuation  in  City  Service  is  solely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allowing  the  member  in  service  to  qualify 
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for  minimum  Social  Security  benefits  and  is  not  to 
be  construed  as  repealing  or  affecting  in  any  manner 
any  other  requirement  as  to  attendance,  satisfactory 
performance  or  other  working  or  employment  re- 
quirements concerning  employees.  Each  member 
in  service  who  applies  for  such  extended  service 
beyond  the  age  of  seventy  years,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  be  required  to  submit 
with  his  application  therefor  a  certification  con- 
cerning any  coverage  he  may  have  in  the  Social 
Security  System,  from  whatever  source,  and  the 
extension  necessary  in  order  that  he  may  qualify 
for  minimum  Social  Security  benefits;  and  any 
such  extension  in  employment  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  only  for  such  period 
as  may  be  necessary  for  him  to  qualify  for  minimum 
Social  Security  benefits,  taking  into  account  any 
other  coverage  he  may  have  from  other  employment.

That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual 
benefits  flowing  from  one  to  the  other,  the  Authority 
and  the  City  do  hereby  agree  that  the  Cooperation 
Agreement  between  them  dated  March  29,  1950, 
shall  be  and  it  hereby  is  amended  by  adding  thereto 
an  additional  section  designated  as  Section  10, 
reading  as  follows: 

''10.  With  respect  to  the  two  Projects  known  as

the  PHA  and  to  the  City  on  behalf  of  the  local 
public  bodies  which  have  contributed  to  such  Project 
in  the  form  of  tax  exemption  or  otherwise,  in 
proportion  to  the  aggregate  contribution  which  the 
PHA  and  such  local  public  bodies  have  made  to  such 
Project,  and  (2)  no  debt  in  respect  to  such  Project, 
except  for  necessary  expenditures  for  such  Project, 
shall  be  incurred  by  the  Authority : 

(b)  If,  at  any  time,  such  Project  or  any  part 
thereof  is  sold,  such  sale  shall  be  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder  after  advertising,  or  at  fair 
market  value  as  approved  by  the  PHA,  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  reserves, 
after  application  to  any  outstanding  debt  of  the 
Authority  in  respect  to  such  Project,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  PHA  and  local  public  bodies  as  provided  in 
Paragi-aph  (a)  (1)  of  this  Section  10:  Provided, 
That  the  amounts  to  be  paid  to  the  PHA  and  the 
local  public  bodies  shall  not  exceed  their  respective 
total  contribution  to  such  Project; 

(c)  The  City  shall  distribute  the  payments  made 
to  it  pursuant  to  Paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of  this 
Section  10  among  the  local  public  bodies  (including 
the  City)  in  proportion  to  their  respective  aggregate 
contributions  to  such  Project."

charges  shall  be  considered  delinquent  and  amend- 
ing the  provisions  concerning  the  penalty  for  de- 
linquent and  unpaid  fire  supply  service  inspection 
charges  and  unmetered  water  charges,  and  relat- 
ing generally  to  the  collection  of  charges  for  water 
and  fire  supply  service  inspection. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  26  of  Article  39 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Water",  sub-title  "Water  Rates",  be  and  it  is  here- 
by repealed,  and  that  a  new  Section  26  be  and  it  is 
hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place 
of  the  section  so  repealed,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

26.  (a)  Unmetered  water  charges  are  due  and 
payable  on  January  1  of  each  and  every  year  for  the 
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current  year.  Any  unmetered  charges  unpaid  on 
July  1  of  the  current  year  shall  be  considered  delin- 
quent and  all  water  service  shall  be  subject  to  turn- 
off  for  non-payment  of  such  charges  at  any  time 
thereafter 

(b)  For  unmetered  water  charges  which  are  de- 
linquent and  unpaid,  the  following  rates  of  interest 
and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  as  of  the  dates  speci- 
fied: one  and  one-half  per  centum  {!%%)  on  August 
2  on  unmetered  water  charges  remaining  unpaid  at 
the  end  of  the  month  of  July;  three  per  centum 
(3%)  on  September  1  on  charges  remaining  unpaid 
at  the  end  of  the  month  of  August;  four  and  one- 
half  per  centum  (41/2%)  on  October  1  on  charges 
remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember; six  per  centum  (6%)  on  November  1  on 
charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month 
of  October;  and  eight  and  one-half  per  centum 
(81/^%)  on  December  1  on  charges  remaining  unpaid 
at  the  end  of  the  month  of  November.  Thereafter, 
in  addition,  a  penalty  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  centum 
(7%)  per  annum,  which  includes  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  (6%)  per  annum,  shall  be 
imposed  on  unpaid  and  delinquent  unmetered  water 
charges  until  such  charges  are  paid. 

(c)  Metered  water  charges  and  fire  supply  service 
inspection  charges  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon 
rendering  of  bill  therefor.  Any  metered  water 
charges  and  fire  supply  service  inspection  charges 
unpaid  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  mailing  date  of  the 
bill  shall  be  considered  delinquent  and  all  water 
service  shall  be  subject  to  turn-off  for  non-payment 
of  such  charges  at  any  time  thereafter. 

(d)  A  penalty  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  (5%) 
of  the  water  charge  and  fire  supply  service  inspec- 
tion service  charge  shall  be  added  to  every  metered 
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water   charge    and    fire    supply    service    inspection 
charge  at  the  time  they  become  dehnquent. 

(e)  The  total  of  all  delinquent  water  charges,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  the  penalty  or  interest 
and  turn-off  charges,  shall  be  paid  before  service 
will  be  restored. 

(f)  The  non-payment  of  any  dehnquent  water 
charge  against  a  property  shall  be  sufficient  reason 
for  terminating  all  water  service  and  fire  supply 
service  to  the  property,  even  though  other  water 
charges  against  the  property  are  not  in  arrears.

Whereas,  This  area  was  intended  to  be  benefited 
through  the  exercise  of  the  functions  and  powers  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  which  are  vested  in  the  Balti- 
more Urban  Renewal. and  Housing  Agency;  and 

Whereas,  The  Planning  Commission  and  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  have 
determined  that  it  would  be  in  the  public  interest  to 
revise  the  boundaries  of  said  area,  presently  em-

of, and  for  architectural  or  engineering  services 
or  surveys  and  designs  and  plans  for  said  art 
museum  and  gallery  in  its  entirety,  and  for  doing 
any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient 
in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to  any  or  all  of 
the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned; 
authorizing  the  submission  of  this  ordinance  to 
the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City,  for  their  ap- 
proval or  disapproval,  at  the  General  Election  to 
be  held  in  Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  4th 
day  of  November,  1958,  and  providing  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  said  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  by  the  municipal  agency 
designated  in  the  annual  ordinances  of  estimates 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  492  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1957,  the  Mayor  and

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($900,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of 
December,  1968;  a  series  of  Nine  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($900,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the 
first  day  of  December,  1969 ;  a  series  of  Four  Hun- 
dred Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($475,000)  to 
be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1970; 
a  series  of  Six  Hundred  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($625,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day 
of  December,  1971 ;  a  series  of  Two  Hundred 
Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($275,000)  to  be 
redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1972;  a 
series  of  Four  Hundred  Seventy-five  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($475,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Couneil  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  44  of  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes",  sub-title  "City  Treasurer",  sub-heading 
"Penalties",  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that 
a  new  Section  44  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu 
thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  section  so  re- 
pealed, and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-heading  "Penal- 
ties and  Interest",  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Penalties  and  Interest 

44.  (a)  There  are  hereby  imposed  the  following 
penalties  which  include  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  centum  (65c)  per  annum,  as  prescribed  in  Sec- 
tion 34  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edi- 
tion), as  amended,  on  all  municipal  taxes  becoming 
in  arrears,  the  same  to  be  imposed  in  the  year  for 
which  said  taxes  were  levied :

authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Falls  Road,  the 
center  hne  of  said  track  being  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  in  the  center  line  of  a 
track  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  line  of  Falls  Road 
137  feet  northwest  of  the  center  line  of  North  Ave- 
nue and  thence  extending  in  a  southeasterly  direc- 
tion 172  feet  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  Falls 
Road  33  feet  southeast  of  the  center  line  of  North 
Avenue.

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
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any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all 
of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from 
time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby

certain  types  or  kinds  of  ammonium  nitrate  ma- 
terials or  products  that  may  or  may  not  be 
handled  in,  on  or  adjacent  to  the  Patapsco  River 
or  any  of  its  tributaries,  and  providing  penalties 
for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  new  sub- 
title. 

Whereas,  while  certain  types  or  kinds  of 
ammonium  nitrate  materials  or  products  in  and  of 
themselves  are  not  explosives  as  such,  said  materials

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  five  new  sections  be  and 
they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  11  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ''Harbor,  Docks 
and  Wharves",  said  new  sections  to  be  under  the 
new  sub-title  ''Dangerous  Materials",  to  be  known 
as  Sections  89A  to  89E,  both  inclusive,  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  89  of  said  Article  11,  and 
to  read  as  follows: 
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DANGEROUS  MATERIALS 

89A.  All  ammonium  nitrate,  including  ammonium 
nitrate  of  fertilizer  grade,  mixed  fertilizers  con- 
taining ammonium  nitrate,  or  other  materials  or 
products  containing  ammonium  nitrate  on  any  ship 
or  vessel  of  any  nationality,  registry  or  license,  or 
while  being  loaded  on,  discharged  from,  or  trans- 
ferred from  any  ship  or  vessel  of  any  nationality, 
registry  or  license,  in  any  part  of  the  Patapsco 
River  or  any  of  its  tributaries  shall  be  loaded,  dis- 
charged, transferred,  stored,  stowed  and  handled  in 
strict  compliance  with  any  and  all  applicable  federal, 
state  and  municipal  law^s,  rules  and  regulations. 

89B.  (a)  No  shipments  of  ammonium  nitrate  or 
materials  or  products  containing  ammonium  nitrate 
in  excess  of  13%  or  which  are  otherwise  classified 
as  dangerous  under  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission regulations,  except  ammonium  nitrate  ma- 
terials or  products  specifically  exempted  under 
Section  89C  (b)  of  this  sub-title,  shall  be  brought 
into  any  anchorage  or  into  or  onto  any  dock,  wharf, 
pier  or  other  similar  waterfront  structure  (herein- 
after called  "waterfront  facility")  in,  on  or  imme- 
diately adjacent  to  the  Patapsco  River  or  any  of  its 
tributaries  by  any  means  of  water  transporation, 
except  in  cases  of  continuous  cross-harbor  freight 
car  shipments  by  car  floats  or  freight  car  shipments 
by  car  floats  from  car  float  bridges  to  Anchorage 
No.  6  heretofore  mentioned  in  this  Article  11,  unless 
and  until  after  a  permit  to  do  so  has  first  been 
obtained,  upon  proper  written  application,  from  the 
Harbor  Engineer  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

(b)  The  application  for  any  such  permit  shall  be 
in  such  form  and  contain  such  information  as  may 
be  necessary  or  proper  to  enable  the  Harbor  Engi- 
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neer  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  materials  to 
be  included  in  any  particular  proposed  shipment  are 
or  are  not  dangerous.  Among  other  things,  such

and  destination ;  date  when  and  location  where  tran- 
shipment is  proposed  to  be  made;  whether  in  bulk 
or  in  containers,  and  if  in  containers,  the  type 
thereof;  if  a  ship  or  vessel  is  involved,  the  name  of 
such  ship  or  vessel  and  the  name  of  its  owner  or 
operator,  and  all  other  pertinent  information. 

(c)  Every  application  for  any  such  permit,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Harbor  Engineer  prior  to  the  pro- 
posed date  of  shipment  at  a  time  that  will  be  reason- 
ably sufficient  to  enable  the  Harbor  Engineer  to  fully 
and  properly  consider  the  contents  of  the  application 
and  determine  whether  or  not  a  permit  should  be 
issue. 

(d)  Before  issuing  any  such  permit,  the  Harbor 
Engineer  shall  satisfy  himself  that  no  applicable 
federal,  state  or  municipal  laws,  rules  or  regulations 
will  be  violated. 

(e)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title  shall  apply  to  any  and  all 

shipments,  whether  in  bulk  or  in  packages  or  con- 
tainers of  any  type  or  kind,  and,  among  others,  to 
all  shipments  that  may  be  on  board  any  ship  or 
vessel  prior  to  its  arrival  in  the  Patapsco  River  or 
any  of  its  tributaries. 

(f )  Application  for  any  such  permit  may  be  made 
by  the  owner  of  the  material,  the  owner  or  operator 
of  any  transportation  facility  having  an  interest  in 
the  movement  of  the  material,  the  owner,  agent, 
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charterer,  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a  ship  or 
vessel  on  which  the  material  has  been  loaded,  or  on 
which  the  material  is  to  be  loaded,  or  from  which 
the  material  is  to  be  discharged,  as  the  case  may  be. 

89C  (a)  Inasmuch  as  there  are  no  waterfront 
facilities  located  in  or  on  the  Patapsco  River  or  any 
of  its  tributaries,  vrhich  are  so  remotely  situated 
from  populous  areas  or  high  value  high  hazard 
industrial  facilities,  at  which  certain  types  or  kinds 
of  ammonuim  nitrate  materials  or  products  which 
are  being  or  are  to  be  moved  by  any  means  of  water 
transportation  can  be  loaded,  discharged,  trans- 
ferred, stored,  stowed  or  otherwise  handled  without 
endangering  lives  and  property  by  fire  or  explosion, 
the  following  ammonium  nitrate  materials  or  prod- 
ucts shall  not  be  loaded,  discharged,  transferred, 
stored,  stowed  or  otherwise  handled  on,  in  or  from 
any  vessel  or  ship  or  waterfront  facility  of  any  kind 
or  description  in  or  on  the  Patapsco  River  or  any  of 
its  tributaries,  except  as  specifically  provided  for  or 
permitted  hereunder: 

(1)  Ammonium  nitrate,  including  ammonium 
nitrate  fertilizer,  organic  coated,  packaged  in  paper 
bags  or  other  combustible  containers  or  in  bulk; 
provided  that  such  materials  in  amounts  totalling 
not  more  than  200  tons  at  any  one  time  may  be  loaded 
or  discharged  within  the  aforementioned  Anchorage 
No.  6,  and  this  total  concentration  shall  not  be 
exceeded  at  any  one  time  through  division  of  such 
materials  between  two  or  more  ships  or  vessels  and 
such  materials  may  be  moved  from  dock  side  to  said 
Anchorage  No.  6  by  means  of  freight  cars  on  car- 
floats  or  on  lighters  or  scows. 

(2)  Ammonium  nitrate,  including  ammonium 
nitrate  fertilizer,  organic  coated,  packaged  in  sub- 
stantial metal  barrels  or  drums  in  amounts  exceeding 
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1000  pounds;  provided  that  amounts  of  such 
materials  totalling  not  more  than  200  tons  at  any- 
one time  may  be  loaded  or  discharged  within  the 
aforementioned  Anchorage  No.  6,  and  this  total  con- 
centration shall  not  be  exceeded  at  any  one  time 
through  division  of  such  materials  between  two  or 
more  ships  or  vessels,  and  such  materials  may  be 
moved  from  dock  side  to  said  Anchorage  No.  6  by 
means  of  freight  cars  on  carfloats  or  on  lighters 
or  scows. 

(3)  Ammonium  nitrate  (in  the  form  of  prills, 
crystals,  grains  or  flakes)  dynamite  grade,  fertili- 
zer grade,  nitrous  oxide  grade  and  technical  grade, 
all  without  organic  coating,  packaged  in  paper  bags 
or  other  combustible  containers  in  amounts  exceed- 
ing 1000  pounds;  provided  that  this  material  may 
be  loaded  or  discharged  within  the  aforementioned 
Anchorage  No.  6,  and  such  materials  may  be  moved 
from  dock  ,side  to  said  Anchorage  No.  6  by  means 
of  freight  cars  on  carfloats  or  on  lighters  or  scows. 

(4)  Ammonium  nitrate  phosphate  materials  or 
products  containing  60%  or  more  ammonium  ni- 
trate, without  organic  coating,  packaged  in  paper 
bags  or  other  combustible  containers  in  amounts 
exceeding  1000  pounds;  provided  that  this  material 
may  be  loaded  or  discharged  within  the  aforemen- 
tioned Anchorage  No.  6,  and  such  materials  may  be 
moved  from  dock  side  to  said  Anchorage  No.  6  by 
means  of  freight  cars  on  carfloats  or  on  lighters  or 
scows. 

(b)  The  following  ammonium  nitrate  materials 
or  products  may  be  loaded,  discharged,  transferred, 
stored,  stowed  or  otherwise  handled  on,  in  or  from 
any  vessel  or  ship  or  waterfront  facility  of  any  kind 
or  description  in  or  on  the  Patapsco  River  or  any  of 
its  tributaries: 
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(1)  Ammonium  nitrate  carbonate  mixtures,  com- 
posed of  approximately  60^c  by  weight  of  ammonium 
nitrate  and  40*^^  by  weight  of  fine  carbonate  (pre- 
cipitated calcium  carbonate,  chalk,  ground  limestone 
or  ground  dolomite)  and  having  approximately 
20.b^c  available  nitrogen. 

(2)  Mixed  fertilizers,  containing  up  to  QO^c  by 
weight  of  ammonium  nitrate,  and  often  other  ni- 
trogen compounds  with  either  or  both  phosphate  and 
potash  compounds,  without  organic  filler. 

(3)  Nitrogen  solutions  of  the  types  generally 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  mixed  fertilizers  re- 
ferred to  in  paragraph  (b)   (2)  immediately  above. 

(4)  Ammonium  nitrate-calcium  nitrate  mixtures 
composed  of  approximately  50 9f  of  ammonium  ni- 
trate and  50Cr  of  calcium  nitrate. 

(5)  Ammonium  nitrate  sulfate  mixtures  com- 
posed of  not  more  than  409c  of  ammonium  nitrate 
and  60^h  of  ammonium  sulfate. 

(6)  Ammonium  nitrate  phosphate  fertilizers, 
containing  less  than  60*^  ammonium  nitrate,  with- 
out organic  fillers,  and  not  otherwise  classified  as 
dangerous  under  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
Regulations. 

(7)  Ammonium  nitrate  (in  the  form  or  prills, 
crystals,  grains,  or  flakes)  dynamite  grade,  ferti- 
lizer grade,  nitrous  oxide  grade  and  technical  grade, 
all  without  organic  coating,  packaged  in  substantial 
metal  barrels  or  drums. 

(c)  Any  person  or  other  legal  entity  desiring 
to  import  or  export  ammonium  nitrate  materials 
and  formulations  not  conforming  to  any  of  the 
classes  listed  in  this  section  shall  make  application 
to,  and  secure  a  permit  from  the  Harbor  Engineer 
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to  do  so.  If  it  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Harbor 
Engineer,  a  sample  of  not  more  than  1000  pounds 
of  the  material  in  bags  as  prepared  for  shipment 
shall  be  furnished  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  in- 
tended date  of  shipment.  This  sample  shall  be 
analyzed  by  a  competent  laboratory  designated  by 
the  Harbor  Engineer  to  determine  whether  the  char- 
acteristics of  the  material  require  its  classification 
as  a  dangerous  article  for  purposes  of  transpor- 
tation. All  costs  of  such  tests  shall  be  borne  by  the 
person  making  application  for  such  permit. 

89D.  Insofar  as  interstate  or  foreign  commerce 
is  involved  or  concerned,  in  the  event  that  any  pro- 
vision of  this  sub-title  hereinbefore  set  forth  is 
inconsistent  or  in  conflict  with  any  applicable  pro- 
vision of  any  federal  law,  or  any  rule  or  regulation 
properly  adopted  and  promulgated  by  any  duly  con- 
stituted agency  of  the  Federal  Government,  then  the 
provision  of  the  federal  law  or  rule  or  regulation 
shall  be  controlling. 

89E.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  legal 
entity  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  sentenced  to  not 
more  than  twelve  months  in  jail,  or  both,  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  declared  to  be 
severable,  and  in  case  it  be  judicially  determined 
that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  item  sentence,  para- 
graph or  section  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance,  is  invalid, 
the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such 
provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall 
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not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph  or 
section,  or  the  application  thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  provisions  of  any  law, 
ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  now  in  force  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  are  inconsistent  or  conflict  with 
any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  then  in  such  case 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  controlling. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  51  as  amended  by 
Ordinance  No.  683,  approved  May  8,  1953,  and 
Sections  54,  55  and  89  of  Article  11  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ''Harbor, 
Docks  and  Wharves",  sub-title  "Explosives",  and 
to  ordain  three  new  sections  in  lieu  of  said  Sec- 
tions 51,  55  and  89,  said  new  sections  to  be  known 
as  Sections  51,  55  and  89  thereof,  and  to  stand, 
respectively,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  afore- 
said Sections  51,  55  and  89  so  repealed,  relating 
generally  to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  handling  of  explosives  in  the  Port  of  Balti- 
more; providing  for  making  application  for  and 
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securing  permits,  to  transfer  certain  amounts  of 
class  A  explosives  within  the  boundary  lines  of 
Baltimore  City;  providing  penalties  for  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  the  aforementioned  sub-title 
"Explosives",  and  exempting  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  Maryland  Port  Au- 
thority, their  agents  and  employees,  from  liability 
in  connection  with  certain  matters  or  things  that 
may  occur  in  the  Patapsco  River  or  any  of  its 
tributaries. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  51,  as  amended 
by  Ordinance  No.  683,  approved  May  8,  1958,  and 
Sections  54,  55  and  89  of  Article  11  of  the  Balti- 
more  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Harbor, 
Docks  and  Wharves",  sub-title  "Explosives",  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  three 
new  sections  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained  in 
lieu  of  said  Sections  51,  55  and  89,  said  new  sec- 
tions to  be  known  as  Sections  51,  55  and  89  thereof 
and  to  stand,  respectively,  in  the  place  and  stead  of 
the  aforesaid  Sections  51,  55  and  89  so  repealed, 
and  to  read  as  follows : 

51.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  shall 
govern  the  handling  of  explosives  in  the  Port  of 
Baltimore : 

The  word  "explosives"  as  used  in  this  sub-title 
shall  mean  any  chemical  compound,  mixture,  or 
device,  the  primary  or  common  purpose  of  which 
is  to  function  by  explosion,  namely,  with  substan- 
tially instantaneous  release  of  gas  and  heat,  unless 
such  compound,  mixture  or  device  is  otherwise 
specifically  designated  as  not  being  an  explosive. 

Classes  of  explosives  designated  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  as  defined  in  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
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mission  Regulations  and  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard 
rules  for  Explosives  and  Other  Dangerous  Articles 
on  Board  Vessels,  and  amendments  thereto,  that 
may  be  made  from  time  to  time. 

55.  Class  A  Explosives  (excluding  blasting  caps) 
not  exceeding  100  pounds  net  weight  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  or  from  a  ship  or  vessel  within  the 
boundary  lines  of  Baltimore  City  after  written 
application  to,  and  the  issuance  by,  the  Director  of 
Port  Operations  of  the  Maryland  Port  Authority 
for  a  permit  to  do  so;  provided  that  such  permit 
shall  be  issued  only  when  it  appears  to  the  afore- 
said Director  of  Port  Operations  that  necessity 
requires  the  issuance  of  such  permit,  and  in  all  such 
cases  the  said  Director  of  Port  Operations  shall 
designate  the  location  or  the  limits  within  which 
the  transfer  of  such  explosives  may  be  made. 

89.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  legal 
entity  who  commits  a  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-title  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  Fifty  Dollars  nor  more  than  Five  Hundred 
Dollars,  or  sentenced  to  not  more  than  twelve 
months  in  jail,  or  both,  for  each  offense. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  sub-title  shall  be  taken 
or  construed  to  impose  any  liability  upon  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  Maryland  Port 
Authority,  or  any  of  their  agents  or  employees,  for 
damages  for  loss  of  life  or  injuries  to  any  person 
or  property  which  may  occur  by  reason  of  any 
explosion  or  fire  resulting  therefrom  in  the  Patapsco 
River  or  any  of  its  tributaries,  or  upon  any  v.iiarf 
or  landing  connected  therewith  whether  said  ex- 
plosion or  fire  shall  occur  by  reason  of  the  failure 
to  obsei-ve  any  or  all  of  the  requirements  of  this 
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sub-title,  or  from  whatever  cause  the  same  may  oc- 
cur; nor  shall  any  such  liability  be  imposed  upon 
the  Maj^or  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  the 
Maryland  Port  Authority,  or  their  agents  or  em- 
ployees, by  reason  of  anything  that  may  be  done 
or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  legal  entity  under  or 
in  pursuance  of  this  sub-title  or  by  reason  of  any 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  Harbor  Engineer  or  the 
Director  of  Port  Operations  of  the  Maryland  Port 
Authority  or  anj^  inspector  appointed  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  to  enforce  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  in  this  sub-title.

necessary,  ornamental  or  convenient ;  and  letting,  renting, 
leasing,  selling  or  granting  on  conditions,  or  using  any  lot 
or  other  portion  of  any  of  the  said  lands,  for  agricultural, 
mining  or  manufacturing  purposes ;  or  any  wharf,  house  or 
other  building  or  improvement,  to  be  used  by  any  mechanic 
or  artizan,  or  other  person,  whether  in  the  employ  of  said 
company  or  not,  in  carrying  on  any  lawful  trade,  business 
or  manufacture,  authorized  or  permitted  by  the  laws  of  this 
Provisos.

An  ordinance  to  add  eleven  (11)  new  sections  to 
Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  ''Taxes",  said  new  sections  to  be  known 
as  sections  89  to  99,  inclusive,  to  follow  im- 
mediately after  section  88  of  said  Article  37,  as 
said  section  88  was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No. 
901  approved  December  11,  1953,  and  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  ''Sewerage  Taxes", 
relating  generally  to  levying  and  imposing  an  an- 
nual tax  for  the  year  1959  and  subsequent  years 
for  the  use  of,  and  the  services  rendered  by,  the 
sewerage  and  storm  water  facilities  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore; providing  certain  exemptions  from  the 
tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  ordinance;  pro- 
viding for  the  method  and  procedure  for  deter- 
mining said  tax  and  for  the  payment  and  col- 
lection thereof;  providing  for  the  administration 
and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; conferring  and  imposing  certain  powers 
and  duties  on  the  Sewerage  Engineer,  City  Treas- 
urer, Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals;  providing  for 
the  payment  of  interest  and  penalties  in  connec- 
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tion  with  the  non-payment  of  said  tax  when  due 
and  owing,  and  providing  penalties  in  connec- 
tion with  evading  said  tax  or  for  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  City  Treasurer. 


Whereas.  Sub-section  (27)  of  Section  6  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edition)  authorizes 
and  empowers  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore to  establish,  maintain,  operate  and  control 
sewers,  drains  and  sewage  disposal  facilities;  and 


Whereas,  Sub-section  (33V2)  (a)  of  Section  6  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edition),  as  en- 
acted by  Chapter  27  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
1951  and  amended  by  Chapter  768  of  the  Laws  of 
Maryland  of  1953,  grants  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  the  power  to  tax  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  State  of  Maryland  has  or  could  exer- 
cise said  power  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City 
as  a  part  of  its  general  taxing  power,  subject  to 
certain  exceptions,  and  to  provide  by  ordinance  for 
the  imposition,  assessment,  levy  and  collection  of 
any  tax  or  taxes  so  authorized;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  eleven  (11)  new 
sections  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes",  to  be  known  as  Sections  89  to  99,  inclu- 
sive, to  follow  immediately  after  Section  88  of  said 
Article  37,  as  said  Section  88  was  ordained  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  901,  approved  December  11,  1953,  and 
to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Sewerage  Taxes",  all 
to  read  as  follows : 
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SEWERAGE  TAXES 

89.  There  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  for  the 
year  1959  and  subsequent  years  an  annual  tax  for 
the  use  of,  and  the  services  rendered  by,  the  plants, 
properties,  works,  systems  or  facilities,  or  any  part 
thereof,  which  are  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (hereinafter 
sometimes  called  "City")  and  which  are  used  or  use- 
ful  in  connection  with  the  collection,  treatment  or 
disposal  of  sewage,  waste  and  storm  water  (here- 
inafter sometimes  called  "sewerage  facilities")  up- 
on the  properties  located  in  Baltimore  City  served 
thereby,  and  the  owners  of  such  properties,  at  the 
rate  or  rates  hereinafter  set  forth;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  said  tax  shall  not  apply  to  properties  which 
do  not  discharge  sewerage,  or  industrial  waste,  or 
used  or  waste  water,  into  the  City's  sewerage 
facilities  or  any  part  thereof. 

90.  (a)  The  tax  imposed  hereunder  shall  be  an 
annual  tax  and  shall  be  based,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  sub-title,  upon  the  water  service 
available  for,  or  the  consumption  of  water  on,  the 
particular  property  served  by  the  City's  sewerage 
facilities  as  measured  by  the  charges  made  for  water 
supplied  or  made  available  by  the  City  in  and  for 
the  then  current  period,  and  shall  be  in  an  amount 
equal  to  fifty  per  centum  (50%)  of  the  amount  of 
money  charged  by  the  City  for  furnishing  and  sup- 
plying water  or  water  service  to  the  particular  prop- 
ertj^  in  or  for  the  then  current  period. 

(b)  The  tax  imposed  hereunder  shall  not  apply 
to  any  hospital,  or  religious,  charitable,  educational, 
literary,  fraternal  or  benevolent  institution  or  organ- 
ization or  any  other  legal  entity  whose  land  or  build- 
ings, or  both,  are  exempt  from  taxation  by  the  City 
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under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  Article  81  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1957  Edition)  as  it 
now  stands  or  as  it  may  hereafter  be  amended  from 
time  to  time. 

(c)  Any  bill  rendered  in  1959  for  any  tax  levied 
and  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title, 
which  is  based  on  the  amount  of  water  consumed  on, 
or  which  is  based  on  water  service  to,  any  particular 
property  and  which  water  or  service  is  supplied  or 
made  available  by  the  City,  shall  be  calculated  in  such 
manner  so  as  to  apply  only  to  the  number  of  days  in 
1959  which  may  be  involved. 

91.  On  any  property,  and  the  owner  thereof, 
which  uses  water,  all  or  part  of  which  water  is  from 
a  source  or  sources  other  than  the  City's  water  sup- 
ply system,  a  tax  is  hereby  imposed,  separate  and  in 
addition  to  any  other  tax  imposed  under  this  sub- 
title based  on  the  consumption  of  water  derived  from, 
or  based  on  water  service  made  available  by,  the 
City's  water  supply  system.  Such  separate  or  addi- 
tional tax  shall  be  based  on  the  quantity  of  water 
derived  or  received  from  any  source  or  sources  other 
than  the  City's  water  supply  system  which  is 
discharged  in  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  from  the 
property  involved.  The  owner  of  each  such  property 
shall  install,  without  cost  to  the  City,  a  meter  or 
meters  to  measure  the  quantity  of  water  received 
from  any  source  or  sources  other  than  the  City's 
water  supply  system  and  which  is  discharged  into 
the  City's  sewerage  system.  No  meter  shall  be  in- 
stalled or  used  for  such  purpose  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Sewerage  Engineer.  In  all  cases 
where  water  is  discharged  in  the  City's  sewerage 
facilities  and  such  water  is  derived  or  received  part- 
ly from  the  City's  water  supply  system  and  partly 
from  a  source  or  sources  other  than  the  City's  water 
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supply  system,  or  such  water  is  derived  or  received 
entirely  from  a  source  or  sources  other  than  the 
City's  water  supply  system,  such  separate  or  addi- 
tional tax  shall  be  the  same  in  amount  and  shall  be 
calculated  on  the  same  basis  as  though  all  of  the  wa- 
ter had  been  received  or  derived  from  the  City's 
water  suppy  system.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  prop- 
erty fails  to  install  an  approved  meter  or  meters, 
the  Sewerage  Engineer  shall  determine  the  amount 
of  water  from  any  source  or  sources  other  than  the 
City's  water  supply  system  which  is  discharged 
into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  from  the  partic- 
ular property  and  shall  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  City  the  amount  of  such  water  determined  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  particular  property  involved,  and 
the  owner  thereof,  shall  be  liable  for  such  separate 
and  additional  tax  calculated  and  based  upon  the 
aforesaid  amount  of  such  water  determined  by  the 
Sev/erage  Engineer  as  aforesaid.  The  owner  of 
every  property,  which  uses  water  on  said  property 
all  or  part  of  which  is  received  or  derived  from  a 
source  or  sources  other  than  the  City's  water  supply 
system  and  all  or  part  of  which  water  is  discharged 
in  the  City's  sewerage  facilities,  shall,  within 
twenty  days  after  this  Ordinance  becomes  effective 
or  within  twenty  days  after  such  condition  com- 
mences, inform  the  Sewerage  Engineer  in  writing 
of  such  condition. 

92.  (a)  Whenever  any  property  upon  which  the 
tax  imposed  hereunder  uses  water  from  the  City's 
water  supply  system  or  from  any  other  source  or 
sources  for  an  industrial  or  commercial  purpose  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  water  so  used  is  not  dis- 
charged into  the  sewerage  facilities  of  the  City,  the 
quantity  of  water  so  used  and  not  discharged 
into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  shall  be  excluded 
in  determining  the  tax  imposed  hereunder  as  to  said 
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property  if  the  quantity  of  water  so  used  and  not 
discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  is 
measured  by  a  device  or  devices  approved  by  the 
Sewerage  Engineer  and  installed  without  cost  to 
the  City. 

(b)  In  any  case  where  it  is  determined  by  the 
Sewerage  Engineer  that  it  is  not  practical  to  install 
a  measuring  device  in  connection  with  an  industrial 
or  commercial  operation  to  determine  continuously 
the  quantity  of  water  not  discharged  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities,  the  Sewerage  Engineer  shall 
determine  periodically  in  such  reasonable  manner 
and  by  such  reasonable  method  as  he  may  adopt,  the 
quantity  of  water  which  is  not  discharged  into  the 
City's  sewerage  facilities,  and  in  connection  there- 
with shall  take  into  consideration  the  total  amount 
of  water  from  all  sources  used  on  the  property  and 
the  nature,  kind  and  type  of  industrial  or  com- 
mercial business  being  operated  on  said  property, 
and  the  operational  processes  used  in  connection 
therewith,  and  the  quantity  of  water  which  is  not 
discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  as 
determined  by  the  Sewerage  Engineer  as  afore- 
said shall  be  excluded  in  determining  the  tax  im- 
posed hereunder. 

93.  In  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  water  from 
any  particular  property  which  is  being  discharged 
into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  cannot  be  reason- 
ably determined  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title,  or  in  all  cases  where  unusual  or  extra- 
ordinary circumstances  or  conditions  exist  in  con- 
nection with  the  discharge  of  water  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities  and  which  are  not  covered  by 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Works  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  de- 
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termine  the  amount  of  water  being  discharged  into 
the  City's  sewerage  facilities  under  the  facts  and 
circumstances  in  each  case  and  the  taxes  imposed 
under  this  sub-title  shall  be  calculated  and  based 
upon  the  amouni  of  water  being  discharged  into 
the  City's  sewerage  facilities  as  determined  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  as  aforesaid. 

94.  In  the  event  that  any  particular  property 
owner,  who  is  legally  liable  for  the  payment  of  the 
taxes  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  disagrees  with, 
or  is  aggrieved  by,  any  determination,  decision,  or- 
der, or  notice  of  any  kind,  which  is  made,  rendered, 
issued  or  given  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title, such  property  owner,  within  twenty  (20)  days 
after  notice  of  any  such  determination,  decision,  or- 
der or  notice  has  been  given  to,  or  mailed  to,  such 
property  owner,  shall  have  the  right  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  bring  the 
matter  in  dispute  before  the  Board  of  Municipal  and 
Zoning  Appeals  for  review  by  it.  Upon  reasonable 
notice  in  accordance  with  its  rules  and  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  the  Board  shall 
determine  whether  or  not  the  determination,  deci- 
sion, order,  or  notice  which  is  the  subject  of  review 
is  proper  or  correct.  The  Board,  by  a  majority  vote 
thereof,  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  re- 
verse or  affirm,  wholly,  or  partly,  or  may  modify 
the  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice  ap- 
pealed from,  and  may  give  or  make  such  determina- 
tion, decision,  order,  requirement  or  notice  as  ought 
to  be  made.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  taken  or  construed  as  au- 
thorizing the  Board  to  waive,  set  aside  or  in  any 
manner  change  any  specific  provision  or  provisions 
of  this  sub-title.

95.  All  meters  or  other  measuring  devices  in- 
stalled or  required  to  be  used  under  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by,  and 
under  the  control  of,  the  Sewerage  Engineer.

and  penalties  provided  for  non-payment  when  due 
and  owing  as  charges  made  by  the  City  for  sup- 
plying water.  Said  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City.  The  provisions  of  this  Sec- 
tion shall  apply  to  all  properties  and  the  owners 
thereof  which  are  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
taxes  imposed  under  this  sub-title  without  regard 
to  the  source  or  sources  of  water  used  on  said 
properties. 

(b)  All  bills  in  arrears  for  taxes  imposed  under 
this  sub-title  may  be  deemed  a  sufficient  reason  for 
discontinuing  water  furnished  by  the  City  until  all 
such  taxes  and  interest  and  penalties  have  been  paid 
in  full.  Whenever  water  is  shut  off  for  non-payment 
of  the  taxes  imposed  hereunder,  the  sum  of  one 
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dollar  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  be- 
fore the  water  supply  is  turned  on  again. 

97.  The  taxes  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  and 
all  increases,  interest  and  penalties  thereon,  shall 
be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  any  person  liable  to 
pay  the  same  to  the  City  and  such  lien  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Tax  Lien  Record  maintained  by  the 
Bureau  of  Receipts. 

98.  In  order  to  properly  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  and  to  collect  the 
taxes  levied  and  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  the 
City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered :

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  3  (6)  of  Article 
23  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Pensions",  sub-title  "Membership",  (to  the  ex- 
tent that  it  requires  termination  of  the  employment 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  of  cer- 
tain employees  who  have  attained  the  age  of  seventy 
years) ,  is  temporarily  waived  in  order  to  provide  that 
any  former  employee  whose  attainment  of  age  seven- 
ty became  effective  between  January  1,  1958  and  De- 
cember 31,  1958,  both  dates  inclusive,  and  any  em- 
ployee who  was  less  than  seventy  years  of  age  on 
July  1,  1958,  shall,  upon  application,  be  reemployed 
or  continued  in  the  employ  of  the  City  by  his  ap- 
pointing authority  after  he  reaches  the  age  of  seven- 
ty years  until  he  has  served  six  calendar  quarters 
in  Municipal  Service  after  July  1,  1958,  or  until  he 
has  acquired  coverage  in  the  minimum  number  of 
calendar  quarters  for  him  to  qualify  for  minimum 
Social  Security  benefits;  but  in  no  event  shall  such 
extended  employment  in  City  Service  continue  be- 
yond December  31,  1961.

sents the  most  effective  way  to  initiate  the  proc- 
ess of  halting  the  deterioration  and  beginning 
the  revitalization  of  downtown;  approving  a  re- 
newal plan  for  the  Charles  Center  project  in  the 
downtown  renewal  area ;  Authorizing  the  acquisi- 
tion by  purchase  or  by  condemnation  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  Urban 
Renewal  purposes,  of  the  fee  simple  title  to  cer- 
tain pieces  or  parcels  of  land  situate  in  Baltimore 
City,  Maryland,  within  the  area  bounded  by  Sara- 
toga Street,  Charles  Street,  Lombard  Street,  Hop- 
kins Place  and  Liberty  Street ;  providing  that  the 
approval  of  the  said  renewal  plan  is  not  an  enact- 
ment of  any  of  the  amendments  to  the  Zoning 
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Ordinance  proposed  therein;  waving  such  re- 
quirements, if  any,  as  to  content  of  or  procedure 
for  the  preparation,  approval  and  adoption  of 
renewal  plans  as  set  forth  in  Ordinance  No.  692, 
approved  December  31,  1956,  which  the  renewal 
plan  as  approved  for  the  Charles  Center  project 
may  not  meet;  providing  for  the  separability  of 
the  various  parts  and  applications  of  this  ordi- 
nance ;  and  providing  for  the  effective  date  hereof. 

Whereas,  The  Charles  Center  Project,  an  inte- 
grated Downtown  Renewal  Project  has  been  con- 
ceived through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  public  and 
private  interests  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  an 
undertaking  to  initiate  the  revitalization  of  the 
Downtown;  and 

Whereas,  The  factors  which  heretofore  have  im- 
peded the  revitalization  of  the  Downtown  charac- 
terize the  site  of  Charles  Center  located  at  the  core 
of  the  Downtown  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  concept  of  the  Charles  Center 
Project  was  reviewed  by  the  Baltimore  Urban  Re- 
newal and  Housing  Agency  and  other  interested 
City  departments  and'  concluded  to  be  feasible  ac- 
cording to  the  report  made  to  the  Mayor  on  July 
30,  1958,  titled  "Review  of  Charles  Center  Pro- 
posal" ;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforementioned  report  concludes 
also  that  participation  by  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
together  with  private  enterprise,  in  the  Charles 
Center  Project  is  justified  as  a  sound  and  necessary 
public  investment;  and 

Whereas,  The  only  practicable  means  of  accom- 
plishing the  land  assembly,  the  site  preparation  and 
site  improvement,  and  the  orderly  disposition  of 
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land  necessary  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  Charles 
Center  concept  is  through  the  use  of  public  rede- 
velopment  and    other   governmental    powers;    and 

Whereas,  The  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
on  November  4,  1958,  approved  City  Bond  Issue 
Ordinance  1596  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  borrow  funds  for  develop- 
ment and  redevelopment  purposes,  including 
Charles  Center;  and 

Whereas,  The  Downtown  area  of  Baltimore  City 
was  heretofore  approved  and  designated  as  a  "Re- 
newal Area"  by  Ordinance  No.  1210,  approved  Janu- 
ary 24,  1958;  and 

Whereas,  Under  Ordinance  No.  692,  approved 
December  31,  1956,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  was  authorized  to  prepare 
Renewal  Plans  and  to  plan  and  to  undertake  Re- 
newal Projects  in  Renewal  Areas;  and 

Whereas,  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  has  prepared  a  Renewal  Plan  for 
the  Charles  Center  Project  in  a  portion  of  the 
Downtown  Renewal  Area  in  the  area  bounded  by 
Saratoga  Street,  Charles  Street,  Lombard  Street, 
Hopkins  Place  and  Liberty  Street,  said  Plan  con- 
sisting of  nineteen  (19)  pages  of  narrative  and 
Exhibits  numbered  A  to  N;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Charles 
Center  Project  was  approved  by  the  Planning  Com- 
mission of  Baltimore  on  February  18,  1959,  and 
approved,  adopted  and  recommended  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Commission  on  February  20,  1959;  now, 
therefore, 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That: 

(A)   It  is  hereby  found  and  determined: 

(1)  that  there  exists  within  the  Downtown 
section  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  blighted, 
deteriorated,  or  deteriorating  non-residen- 
tial areas,  which  constitute  a  serious  and 
growing  menace,  injurious  and  inimical  to 
the  general  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore; 

(2)  that  the  existence  of  such  areas  and 
the  growth  and  spread  thereof  and  the  de- 
terioration or  threatened  deterioration  of 
other  areas : 

(a)  substantially  impair  or  arrest  the 
sound  growth  of  the  community; 

(b)  depreciate  assessable  values; 

(c)  aggravate  traffic  problems  and  sub- 
stantially impair  or  arrest  the  elimination 
of  traffic  hazards  and  the  improvement 
of  traffic  and  transit  facilities; 

(d)  discourage  private  investment  in- 
terest and  participation  in  new  construc- 
tion, rehabilitation  and  modernization 
enterprises  in  the  Downtown; 

(e)  encourage  an  abnormal  exodus  of 
commercial  and  business  interests  from 
the  Downtown  and  of  families  from  the 
city; 

(f)  prevent  the  necessary  growth  and 
development  of  the  Downtown  as  the 
commercial  and  financial  core  of  the  ex- 
panding metropolitan  area ; 
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(g)  result  in  the  inability  of  Baltimore 
to  realize  fully  the  potential  economic  and 
social  values  that  could  be  gained  for 
residential  neighborhoods,  in  logical  plan- 
ning relationships  to  a  healthy  downtown 
area;  and 

(h)  contribute  to  lowered  retail  sales  and 
other  commercial  transactions  in  the 
DowTitown,  and  consequent  reductions  in 
tax  resources  available  to  the  City  of 
Baltimore  related  to  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness activity; 

(B)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Charles  Center  Project 
represents  the  most  effective  way  to  initiate 
the  process  of  halting  the  deterioration  and 
beginning  the  revitalization  of  Downtown 
because : 

(1)  the  following  characteristic  evidences 
of  blight  and  deterioration  in  the  whole  of 
the  Downtown  are  concentrated  in  substan- 
tial measure  in  the  Charles  Center  site: 

(a)  decreasing  tax  returns ; 

(b)  increasing  vacancies; 

(c)  marked  dilapidation  and  obsolescence 
of  structures ; 

(d)  excessive  land  coverage; 

(e)  inadequate  open  space,  parking  facili- 
ties, and  access  to  transportation; 

(f)  defective  and  inadequate  street  lay- 
outs; 

(g)  faulty  lot  layouts  in  relation  to  size, 
adequacy,  accessibility  or  usefulness ;  and 
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(h)   declining  retail  sales. 

(2)  the  existing  economic  and  social  values 
provided  by  public  and  private  investments 
heretofore  made  in  the  Downtown,  require 
the  protection  that  can  be  given  only  by  an 
integrated  Urban  Renewal  Project  which 
relates  the  Downtown  to  the  needs  of  the 
metropolitan  community;  and 

(3)  the  site  designated  for  the  Charles 
Center  project  is  an  area  of  underdeveloped 
economic  potential  where  redevelopment  will 
link  together  two  other  major  anchors  in 
the  Downtown,  namely,  the  financial  and 
governmental  centers  to  the  east  and  the 
major  retail  shopping  section  to  the  west; 
and  will  create  the  opportunity  for  major 
private  investment  which  is  required  and 
justified  by: 

(a)  a  regional  growth  expected  to  result 
in  a  population  increase  between  1958  and 
1975  of  800,000  people; 

(b)  a  projected  38%  increase  in  regional 
employment  between    1958  and   1975; 

(c)  an  immediate  and  a  long-range  de- 
mand and  market  for  new  office  space; 

(d)  a  demand  for  Downtown  retail  space 
in  well-designed  modern  facilities  easily 
accessible  to  the  retail  customer;  and 

(e)  the  need  for  such  Downtown  uses  as 
hotels,  television  theaters,  transportation 
centers,  underground  parking  facilities, 
and  certain  specialty  retail  activities; 

(4)  the  site  is  advantageously  located  in 
terms  of  existing  and  projected  plans  for 
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urban  renewal  and  highway  development 
and  its  size,  shape,  and  topography  lend 
themselves  well  to  sound  planning; 

(5)  renewal  of  the  Charles  Center  site  in 
accordance  with  the  Charles  Center  Plan 
will: 

(a)  enhance  substantially  the  sound 
growth  of  the  community; 

(b)  appreciate  assessable  values; 

(c)  relieve  traffic  problems  and  hazards 
and  improve  traffic  and  transit  facilities ; 

(d)  encourage  private  investment  inter- 
est and  participation  in  new  construction, 
rehabilitation,  and  modernization  enter- 
prises in  the  Downtown; 

(e)  provide  incentives  for  commercial 
and  business  interests  and  families  to 
identify  their  long-range  welfare  with 
business  and  residential  locations  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore; 

(f)  stimulate  the  realization  of  the  eco- 
nomic potential  of  the  site  area  and  the 
Downtown  generally  in  the  context  of 
Baltimore's  expanding  metropolitan  re- 
gion; 

(g)  effect  improvement  in  retail  sales  and 
other  commercial  transactions  in  the 
Downtown  that  contribute  to  tax  re- 
sources available  to  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(C)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the 
renewal  of  the  Charles  Center  site  cannot 
be  accomplished  effectively  by  the  ordinary 
operations  of  private  enterprise  without  the 
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aids  provided  by  the  redevelopment  and 
other  urban  renewal  powers  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

(D)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the 
development  of  Charles  Center  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Charles  Center  Renewal  Plan 
and  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  in  con- 
nection therewith  is  in  the  public  interest, 
is  for  public  purposes,  and  requires  the 
exercise  of  the  governmental  powers  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

(E)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the  un- 
dertaking of  the  Charles  Center  Project 
can  be  expected  to  produce  certain  salutary, 
far-reaching  indirect  economic  benefits  asso- 
ciated with  the  creation  of  a  healthy  eco- 
nomic climate  such  as : 

(1)  a  re-focusing  of  private  urban  invest- 
ment on  the  central  city  and  a  general 
upgrading  of  Downtown  facilities,  thus  pre- 
serving existing  values  and  creating  new 
ones ; 

(2)  the  establishing  of  a  deep  and  lasting 
impression  on  the  entire  community's  atti- 
tudes toward  the  future  of  Downtown  and 
toward  the  use  of  all  types  of  Downtown 
facilities;  and 

(3)  an  acceleration  of  the  attaining  by  Balti- 
more of  a  nationwide  reputation  as  a  vigor- 
ous growing  regional  capital  with  excellent 
opportunities  for  new  business  and  new  in- 
vestment. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Re- 
newal Plan  for  the  Charles  Center  Project,  iden- 
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tified  as  the  "Charles  Center  Urban  Renewal  Plan", 
having  been  duly  reviewed  and  considered,  is  hereby 
approved,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  City  Council  is 
hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy  of  said  Renewal  Plan 
with  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference  as  a 
permanent  public  record  and  make  the  same  avail- 
able for  public  inspection  and  information. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is 
necessary  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  by  condemna- 
tion for  Urban  Renewal  purposes  the  pieces  or  par- 
cels of  land  with  the  improvements  thereon  situ- 
ated in  Baltimore  City,  State  of  Maryland,  and  de- 
scribed as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  Northwest  corner 
of  Saratoga  and  Cathedral  Streets,  and  running 
thence  Easterly  across  Cathedral  Street,  66  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  the  Northeast  corner  of  Saratoga 
and  Cathedral  Streets ;  thence  Southeasterly  binding 
on  the  Northeast  side  of  Saratoga  Street  39.75  feet,

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  agreement, 
dated  October  15,  1958,  by  and  between  the  West- 
ern Maryland  Railway  Company  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  said  agreement  be- 
ing as  follows : 

'This  Deed  and  Agreement,  Made  in  quadrupli- 
cate this  15th  day  of  October  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifty-eight,  by  and  between  Western 
Maryland  Railway  Company,  a  consolidated  rail- 
road corporation  of  the  States  of  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania,  party  of  the  first  part,  hereinafter 
called  The  Railway,'  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
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cil  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  second  part,  here- 
inafter called  The  City,'  witnesseth; 

"Whereas,  The  Railway  owns  in  fee  simple  cer- 
tain rights  of  way  and  lands  lying  between  Wabash 
Avenue  and  Reisterstown  Road,  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  which  rights  of  way  and 
lands  were  acquired  and  are  being  used  for  the 
purposes  of  construction,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  a  railroad,  and ; 

''Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  passed  an  Ordi- 
nance duly  approved  by  the  Mayor,  providing  for 
the  extension  of  Northern  Parkway  from  Liberty 
Heights  Avenue  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
City,  the  said  work  being  herein  subsequently  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Improvement,  and ; 

''Whereas,  The  City  is  now  preparing  plans  and 
has  filed  a  plat  in  the  Office  of  the  Bureau  for 
Opening  Streets,  which  indicates  that  Northern 
Parkway  will  cross  the  tracks  and  right  of  way  of 
the  Railway  at  a  point  about  six  hundred  (600) 
feet  east  of  Wabash  Avenue,  and; 

"Whereas,  the  plans  now  being  prepared  by  the 
City  include  a  bridge  which  will  carry  The  Rail- 
way over  Northern  Parlavay  and  will  intersect 
said  street  at  Railway  Valuation  Station  235  plus 
28.6,  or  2408.6  feet  West  of  Railway  Milepost 
Number  7,  as  indicated  on  the  plans  for  this  work 
which  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  and  incorporated 
with  this  agreement  by  reference  thereto,  and; 

"Whereas,  The  City  has  requested  The  Railway 
to  grant  it  a  perpetual  easement  of  right  of  way  to 
a  strip  of  land  one  hundred  and  ten  (110)  feet  in 
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width  extending  entirely  across  its  land,  roadbed 
and  tracks  at  the  location  above  referred  to,  for 
the  opening  and  dedication  of  the  extension  of 
Northern  Parkway  as  a  public  thoroughfare,  and; 

"Whereas,  The  City  has  also  requested  the  Rail- 
way to  grant  it  whatever  other  permanent  and/or 
temporary  easements  are  required  to  build  the 
bridge  structure  and  appurtenances  to  carry  the 
Railway  over  Northern  Parkway  as  hereinbefore 
stated  and  as  indicated  on  the  Plans  for  this  work 
aforementioned,  and; 

"Whereas,  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  of  the 
Federal  Government  has  approved  the  allocation 
of  Federal  funds  for  the  aforementioned  work,  and ; 

"Whereas,  the  parties  hereto  being  willing  to 
cooperate  with  each  other  in  accomplishing  the 
work,  this  agreement  is  entered  into  for  the  pur- 
pose of  stating  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  the  aforesaid  work  is  to  be  done. 

"Now  Therefore,  This  Deed  and  Agreement 
WITNESSETH,  that  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
and  the  mutually  dependent  covenants  and  prom- 
ises herein  contained,  and  the  sum  of  Five  (5) 
Dollars,  paid  by  The  City  to  The  Railway,  receipt 
of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  other  good 
and  valuable  considerations,  the  said  Western 
Maryland  Railway  Company  (part  of  the  first 
part  hereto)  does  hereby  grant  and  convey  to  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (party 
of  the  second  part  hereto)  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending Northern  Parkway  and  its  use  as  a  public 
thoroughfare,  an  easement  of  right  of  way  in  per- 
petuity over  and  upon  a  strip  of  land  one  hundred 
and  ten  (110)  feet  in  width,  crossing  the  property 
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and  tracks  of  The  Railway  at  Station  236  plus  00, 
as  previously  stated  at  a  location  approximately  six 
hundred  (600)  feet  east  of  Wabash  Avenue,  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  State  of  Maryland,  and  being 
more  particularly  described  by  metes  and  bounds 
as  follows: 

"Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  formed 
by  the  intersection  of  the  northeastern  most  out- 
line of  the  Western  Maryland  Railway  and  the 
southeast  side  of  Northern  Parkway,  as  authorized 
under  Ordinance  No.  1094,  approved  June  4,  1954, 
said  point  being  distant  231.0  feet,  more  or  less, 
southwesterly,  measured  along  the  southeast  side 
of  said  Northern  Parkway  from  the  northeast 
corner  of  said  Northern  Parkway  and  Lynview 
Avenue  and  running  thence  binding  on  the  south-

**It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  by  the  par- 
ties hereto  that  the  easement  herein  granted  is 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  and  require- 
ments : 

1.  The  grade  of  Northern  Parkway  shall  be  so 
established  and  constructed  that  it  will  be  carried 
under  the  grade  of  The  Railway's  tracks. 

2.  The  City  shall  at  its  expense  construct  and 
maintain  a  good  substantial  bridge  of  concrete  and 
steel  together  with  the  necessary  abutments,  wing 
walls,  retaining  walls  and  other  facilities  to  proper- 
ly and  safely  carry  and  support  the  road  bed  and 
tracks  of  The  Railway,  and  the  trains,  engines  and 
cars  operated  thereon,  over  and  across  the  said 
Northern  Parkway. 

3.  The  Railway  hereby  grants  a  license  to  The 
City  to  construct  and  maintain  the  abutments,  wing 
walls  and  retaining  walls  of  the  said  bridge  on 
The  Railway's  property,  immediately  adjacent  to 
the  right  of  way  herein  conveyed,  the  intention  be- 
ing that  The  City  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  full 
width  of  one  hundred  and  ten  (110)  feet  for  street 
purposes. 

4.  The  said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  to  carry 
four  (4)  tracks  of  the  Railway,  but  it  shall  be  so 
designed  that  it  can  be  enlarged  or  extended  to 
carry  additional  tracks,  and  the  City  does  hereby 
agree  that  upon  receipt  of  written  notice  to  so  do, 
that  it  will  with  reasonable  promptness  and  at  its 
expense,  extend,  change,  or  alter,  and  thereafter 
maintain  the  said  bridge  to  accommodate  any 
change  or  changes  of  alignment  or  grades  of  ex- 
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isting  tracks  or  the  construction  of  additional 
tracks  that  the  Railway  may  in  the  future  see  fit  to 
make  within  the  limits  of  the  right  of  way  herein 
conveyed,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  said  bridge  or  any  enlargements  or  ex- 
tensions thereof,  the  City  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  bridge  proper  only,  and  the 
Railway  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  maintain 
its  roadbed,  ballast,  ties,  tracks  and  other  rail- 
road facilities,  and  provided  also,  that  any  future 
enlargements  or  extensions  of  the  said  bridge  pro- 
posed by  the  Railway  shall  be  approved  by  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City  before 
being  commenced,  such  approval  not  to  be  unrea- 
sonably delayed  or  withheld,  the  number  of  tracks 
to  be  constructed  on  the  bridge  and  other  matters 
relating  to  the  railroad  only  to  be  in  the 
sole  discretion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rail- 
way. 

5.  The  construction  and  maintenance  of  North- 
ern Parkway  over  and  across  the  right  of  way  here- 
in conveyed,  also  the  construction,  extension  and 
maintenance  of  the  bridge  supporting  the  Rail- 
way's tracks  together  with  its  abutments,  wing 
walls  and  retaining  walls,  shall  be  done  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  cause  a  minimum  of  interference 
with  operation  of  the  Railway's  trains.  The  City 
shall  at  its  expense  provide  and  install  necessary 
temporary  supports  or  falsework  and  other  facili- 
ties to  safely  carry  the  tracks  of  the  Railway  and 
trains  operated  thereon  during  the  course  of  con- 
structing the  permanent  bridge. 

6.  The  City  will  construct  the  aforementioned 
bridge  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions aforementioned.  All  plans,  specifications,  and 
contract  awards  for  the  said  work  shall  be  subject 
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to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rail- 
way. No  change  in  the  said  plans  or  specifications 
affecting  the  Railway  will  be  made  without  the 
consent,  in  writing,  of  the  City  and  the  Railway. 
All  work  to  be  done  by  the  Railway  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  agreement,  shall  be  done  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the 
Railway  and  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City.  It  is  understood  that  all  work 
to  be  performed  by  the  City  in  connection  with  this 
project  will  be  let  in  contract  by  the  City  or  per- 
formed by  its  own  forces.  All  such  work  by  the  City 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
specifications  of  the  City  in  force  on  the  date  of 
award  of  the  contract,  together  with  such  special 
provisions  as  may  be  necessary. 

7.  The  City  shall  arrange  for  the  proper  con- 
struction and  completion  of  the  bridge  structure, 
abutments,  columns,  supporting  structures,  drain- 
age structures,  facilities  and  all  other  parts  of  said 
bridge  and  its  appurtenances  and  approaches  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  aforesaid  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, except  that  the  Railway  reserves  the  right 
to  perform,  or  cause  to  be  performed,  such  tem- 
porary and  permanent  alterations  of  track,  tracks, 
equipment,  fixtures,  signals,  signal  posts,  tele- 
phone, telegraph,  and  other  wires  and  lines,  power 
transmission  line  or  lines,  conduits  and  pipes,  de- 
vices, accessories,  and  all  railroad  appurtenances 
and  facilities  of  whatever  kind,  nature  and  descrip- 
tion, made  necessary  by  the  construction  of  this 
project.  The  Railway's  work  may  be  performed 
with  its  own  forces  on  a  force  account  basis,  or  by 
contract  (awarded  by  the  Railway)  or  by  a  com- 
bination of  both.  The  Railway's  claim  for  payment 
from  the  City  for  work  performed  by  the  Railway 
during  any  month  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  not 
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later  than  the  25th  day  of  the  succeeding  month 
and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  hereinafter 
set  forth  in  Section  13. 

8.  All  work  to  be  done  by  the  City  or  its  Con- 
tractor or  Contractors  on  or  over  the  Railway's 
right  of  way  or  property  in  the  construction  of 
said  bridge,  including  the  abutments,  columns, 
supporting  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  in 
connection  with  the  entire  project,  shall  be  done 
at  such  times,  in  such  manner,  and  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  The  Railway  or  his  authorized  repre- 
sentative, and  so  as  not  to  interfere  in  any  manner 
with,  or  endanger  the  movement  of,  trains  or  traf- 
fic upon  the  tracks  of  The  Railway.  The  City, 
agrees  to,  and  shall  require  its  Contractor  or  Con- 
tractors to  agree  to  take  all  necessary  precautions 
and  care  to  protect  railroad  traffic  and  to  avoid 
accident,  damage  to,  or  delay  of,  or  interference 
with  The  Railway's  trains  or  other  property.  In 
erection  of  said  bridge,  piers,  columns  or  support- 
ing structures  and  appurtenances.  The  City  or  its 
Contractor  or  Contractors  shall  obtain  from  the 
Railway  written  approval  of  all  equipment 
proposed  to  be  used  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Railway's  tracks  or  other  property.  No  explosive 
of  any  nature  shall  be  used  in  the  reconstruction 
of  the  bridge  which  will  create  a  hazard  to  The 
Railway  facilities.  It  is  the  intent  hereof  that  the 
safety  and  continuity  of  operation  of  the  traffic 
of  The  Railway  shall  be  of  the  first  importance, 
shall  at  all  times  be  protected  and  safeguarded,  and 
the  Contractors  shall  arrange  their  work  accord- 
ingly. Any  approvals  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  The 
Railway  or  his  duly  authorized  representative,  will 
not  be  considered  as  a  release  from  responsibility 
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for  any  damage  to  The  Railway  by  acts  of  the  Con- 
tractors, or  those  of  their  employees. 

9.  All  falsework,  rigging,  bracing,  forms  or  of 
other  structures  that  may  be  erected  shall  provide 
such  minimum  clearances  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  The  Railway  or  his  au- 
thorized representative,  and  shall  be  constructed 
and  maintained  in  a  safe  condition  at  all  times  dur- 
ing the  construction  of  the  said  bridge. 

10.  The  City  shall  remove  or  shall  require  its 
Contractor  or  Contractors  to  remove,  before  final 
payment  to  them,  from  within  the  limits  of  the 
Railway's  right  of  way,  all  machinery,  equipment, 
surplus  materials,  falsework,  rubbish,  or  tem- 
porary buildings  and  other  property  of  The  City 
or  its  Contractors  used  in  connection  with  the  proj- 
ect but  not  incorporated  in  said  bridge  and  appur- 
tenances as  a  part  thereof,  and  shall  leave  the  right 
of  way  and  property  of  The  Railway  in  a  condition 
satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  The  Railway 
or  his  authorized  representative. 

11.  Any  watchmen,  flagmen,  trackmen,  carpen- 
ters, trainmen  or  other  employees  deemed  necessary 
by  The  Railway  during  construction  of  said  bridge, 
to  protect  or  safeguard  Railway  traffic  shall  be 
provided  by  the  Railway  and  the  cost  thereof  shall 
be  paid  directly  to  The  Railway  by  the  City's  Con- 
tractor or  Contractors,  except  that  when  the  pro- 
tection is  required  for  work  being  done  by  The 
Railway  with  its  own  forces,  in  which  case  pay- 
ment will  be  by  The  City  as  provided  in  Section  13 
hereof.  It  is  agreed,  however,  that  the  providing 
of  such  watchmen,  flagmen,  trackmen,  carpenters, 
trainmen  and  other  employees  by  the  Railway  and 
other  precautions  taken  either  by  The  Railway  or 
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The  City  as  a  consequence  of  the  work  of  the  Con- 
tractor or  Contractors  shall  not  relieve  said  Con- 
tractors or  their  insurers  of  any  liability  for  in- 
jury or  damage  arising  in  connection  with  their  op- 
erations. 

12.  The  cost  of  the  work  involved  in  the  Im- 
provement, including,  but  not  limited  to,  facilities 
for  draining  the  structure ;  of  necessary  alteration, 
rearrangement  and/or  relocation  of  existing  facili- 
ties of  The  Railway,  as  made  necessary  by  the  Im- 
provement; of  necessary  maintenance  of  Railway 
traffic  during  the  construction  work;  of  all  work 
train  equipment  and  personnel  required  (as  pro- 
vided in  Section  11  hereof)  ;  of  all  insurance  re- 
quired by  law  and  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  or 
contracts  for  the  work  of  either  The  City  or  The 
Railway  in  connection  with  the  Improvement;  of 
the  removal  of  all  equipment,  material  and  debris 
left  over  after  the  completion  of  construction  work 
on  the  bridge;  of  constructing  drainage  facilities 
to  carry  off  water  from  the  bridge ;  of  all  paving  on 
Northern  Parkway;  and  of  any  sidewalks,  foot- 
ways, curbs  or  other  highway  facilities  and  of  all 
insurance  required  for  this  approach  work,  shall 
be  borne  solely  by  The  City.  The  City  shall  not 
make  final  settlement  with  the  Contractors  until 
all  bills  of  The  Railway  for  services  rendered  or 
work  performed  in  connection  with  the  operations 
of  the  Contractors  or  Sub-contractors  have  been 
paid. 

13.  It  is  understood  that  the  entire  construction 
costs  of  the  Improvement  herein  contemplated  are 
to  be  financed  from  funds  provided  by  the  Federal 
Government  and,  therefore,  expended  under  Fed- 
eral regulations.  All  plans  and  specifications,  esti- 
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mates  of  cost,  awards  of  contracts,  acceptance  of 
work,  or  procedure  in  general  are  subject  at  all 
times  to  all  Federal  laws,  rules,  regulations,  orders, 
and  approvals  applying  to  it  as  a  Federal  project, 
and  The  City  will  reimburse  the  Railway  as  pro- 
vided herein  only  in  such  amount  and  forms  as  are 
proper  and  eligible  for  payment  from  said  Federal 
funds  under  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  Policy  and 
Procedure  Memorandum  P.P.M.  30-3  and  which 
have  received  approval  by  proper  Federal  authori- 
ties, and  the  Railway  shall  render  its  billing  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  rules  and  regulations  and  fur- 
ther agrees  to  provide  and  furnish  such  itemized 
records  of,  and  substantiating  data  for,  such  costs 
as  may  be  necessary. 

14.  After  the  bridge  is  completed.  The  City 
shall  not  alter  the  bridge  in  any  manner  whatsoever 
as  shown  on  the  said  approved  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, without  obtaining  the  written  consent  of 
The  Railway  or  its  authorized  representative.  After 
the  bridge  is  completed  and  accepted  by  The  City, 
the  City  agrees  that  the  use,  operation,  mainte- 
nance or  renewal  of  the  bridge  and  all  parts  of  said 
bridge  will  not  interfere  in  any  manner  with  the 
use,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  transmission 
lines,  trolley  or  other  wires,  trains,  tracks,  appur- 
tenances, and  other  property  of  The  Railway,  now 
used  or  hereafter  used  in  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Railway,  nor  endanger  the  move- 
ment of  trains  or  traffic  upon  the  tracks  of  The 
Railway. 

15.  So  long  as  the  same  shall  not  interfere  with 
traffic  nor  endanger  the  traveling  public  on  said 
highway.  The  Railway  shall  have  the  right,  sub- 
ject to  approval  of  The  City  and  the  Bureau  of 
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Public  Roads,  at  The  Railway's  expense,  to  place, 
alter,  attach,  maintain,  repair,  remove  and/or  re- 
place structures,  devices,  conduits,  pipes,  poles, 
power  lines,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone  and 
other  wires  and  devices  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature 
or  description  now  used  or  hereafter  to  be  used  in 
the  operation  of  The  Railway  upon,  on  or  from  the 
said  bridge. 

16.  The  City  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
engineering  on  the  project.  However,  The  City  and 
The  Railway,  in  carrying  out  the  work  to  be  done 
by  each  party  under  the  provisions  of  this  agree- 
ment, shall  provide  the  engineers  and  inspectors 
required  for  their  respective  parts  of  the  work. 

17.  If,  after  completion  of  the  improvements 
herein  contemplated,  the  bridge  is  damaged  be- 
cause of  an  accident  arising  out  of  use  of  The  Rail- 
way, such  as  a  derailment,  or  the  result  of  improper 
use  of  Railway  equipment  or  negligence  of  Rail- 
way personnel.  The  Railway  will  repair  and/or 
reconstruct  the  bridge  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense 
to  the  satisfaction  of  Director  of  Public  Works  of 
The  City.  If,  however,  the  bridge  is  damaged  be- 
cause of  an  accident  arising  out  of  use  of  the  high- 
way. The  City  will,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
make  the  proper  repairs. 

18.  The  City  shall  acquire  all  property  or  prop- 
erty rights,  except  those  owned  or  controlled  by 
The  Railway,  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the 
work  contemplated  herein. 

19.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that 
The  Railway  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  benefit 
assessments  due  to  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  the   Improvement. 
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20.  Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as 
against  the  other,  any  and  all  damages  or  right 
to  claim  damages  to  any  of  its  property  growing 

out  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  improve- 
ments herein  contemplated,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  agreement. 

21.  The  Railway  shall  put  in  execution  such 
'Slow  Orders'  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  work  under  this  agreement  with  reasonable 
economy  and  dispatch.  It  is  understood  that  any  re- 
quired speed  of  less  than  fifteen  (15)  miles  per 
hour  is  an  unreasonable  restriction  of  traffic. 

22.  The  parties  hereto  agree  that  they  will 
require  their  respective  contractors  and  sub-con- 
tractors, as  the  case  may  be,  to  procure  and  main- 
tain during  progress  of  the  work  to  be  performed 
hereunder,  liability  and  property  damage  insurance 
of  the  type  and  in  the  amounts  normally  required 
by  the  City  and  The  Railway,  respectively,  in  work 
of  this  character,  and  that  such  insurance  shall  be 
so  written  as  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  The  City 
and  The  Railway  as  their  interests  may  appear. 

23.  The  City  hereby  agrees  to  protect,  indem- 
nify and  save  harmless  the  Railway,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns  from  and  against  all  claims,  costs, 
expenses,  liability,  demands  and  suits  for  loss  or 
damage  sustained  by  it,  its  employees  or  by  any 
other  Corporation  or  person,  caused  by  or  occa- 
sioned by,  or  growing  directly  or  indirectly  out  of 
the  opening  and  operation  of  Northern  Parkway 
as  a  public  thoroughfare,  across  and  under  the 
property,  roadbed  and  tracks  of  The  Railway,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  built 
or  on  account  of  the  construction,  extension,  altera- 
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tion  or  change  in  said  bridge,  or  its  abutments, 
piers  or  any  temporary  supports  as  hereinbefore 
provided  for. 

24.  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  agreement 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon 
the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

25.  This  agreement  shall  not  be  effective  unless 
the  Federal  Government  finally  approves  and 
makes  the  necessary  funds  available  for  said  pro- 
posed Improvement  herein  contemplated,  and  this 
agreement  shall  not  be  held,  taken  or  considered 
as  creating  a  precedent  in  any  way  affecting  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  other  bridge  work 
shall  be  done,  now  or  hereafter. 

26.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  agree- 
ment is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
ratification  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  upon 
which  ratification  it  shall  become  effective. 

"In  Witness  Whereof,  the  parties  have  here- 
unto caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  in 
quadruplicate  by  their  proper  officials,  on  the  day 
and  year  first  above  written."

in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Department  of  As- 
sessments be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  condemn  and  close  Certain  Streets  and 
Alleys  lying  within  the  area  bounded  by  Calhoun 
Street,  Harlem  Avenue,  Carey  Street  and  Edmond- 
son  Avenue,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  num- 
bered 279-A-14A,  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, and  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of 
Assessments,  on  the  Twenty-sixth  (26th)  day  of 
March,  1959,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office ;  the  said 
Streets  and  Alleys  are  numbered  from  one  to  thir- 
teen on  said  plat  and  described  as  follows: 

1.  An  Alley,  10  feet  wide,  87  feet  west  of  Carey 
Street  and  running  northerly  from  Edmondson  Ave- 
nue 100.0  feet  to  the  end  thereof  and  designated  as 
No.  1  on  said  plat. 

2.  An  Alley,  4  feet  wide,  72  feet  north  of  Edmond- 
son Avenue  and  running  easterly  from  Woodyear 
Street  59.88  feet  to  a  10-foot  Alley,  there  situate, 
and  designated  as  No.  2  on  said  plat.

13.  An  Alley,  15  feet  wide,  95  feet  west  of  Carey 
Street  and  running  northerly,  from  a  point  183.33 
feet  north  of  Edmondson  Avenue,  33.33  feet  to  the 
end  thereof  and  designated  as  No.  13  on  said  plat, 
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the  said  Streets  and  Alleys  as  directed  to  be  con- 
demned being  delineated  and  particularly  shown 
on  a  plat  which  was  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  De- 
partment of  Assessments  on  the  26th  day  of  March 
in  the  year  1959,  and  is  now  on  file  in  the  said  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
said  highway  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures 
and  appurtenances  now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  and  continue  to 
be  the  property  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  fee  simple,  until  the  use  thereof  shall 
be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  in  the  event  that  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or  inter- 
fere therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  first  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor 
from  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
shall  in  the  application  for  such  permission  and 
permits  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of  every 
kind  and  nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal, 
alteration  or  interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  build- 
ings or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed 
or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highway  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  over  which  said  build- 
ings or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  constructed 
or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have 
been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  spec- 
ifications and  under  the  direction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  person  or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring 
to  erect  such  buildings  or  structures.  Railroad 
tracks  shall  be  taken  to  be  ''structures"  within  the 
meaning  of  this  section. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highway,  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it  therein,  for 
the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair, 
alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement,  of  any 
or  all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
Streets  and  Alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights 
of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be 
regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and 
all  applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter 
of  Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition),  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and 
all  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in 
effect  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of 
Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Legislative  Reference.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  to  construct,  maintain,  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  beds  of 
Beason  Street  and  Lowman  Street,  beginning  at 
a  point  on  the  westerly  building  line  of  Lowman 
Street,  said  point  being  10  feet  more  or  less  north 
of  the  southerly  building  line  of  Beason  Street 
and  running  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
across  the  intersection  of  Lowman  and  Beason 
Streets  to  a  point  on  the  east  building  line  of  Low- 
man  Street ;  and  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  674,  ap- 
proved March  9,  1929. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  (said  Company  being  herein- 
after referred  to  as  "grantee")  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  here- 
inafter set  forth,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  single  railroad  track  in  the  beds  of  Beason  Street 
and  Lowman  Street,  the  center  line  of  said  track 
hereby  authorized  being  described  as  follows: 
beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Westerly  building  line  of 
Lowman  Street,  and  the  Easterly  property  line  of 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  said 
point  being  10  feet  more  or  less  North  of  the  South- 
erly building  line  of  Beason  Street  produced ; 

Thence,  in  a  Southeasterly  direction  and  with  a 
curve  to  the  right,  across  intersection  of  Lowman 
and  Beason  Streets,  13  feet  more  or  less  to  a  point 
on  the  Southerly  building  line  of  Beason  Street  pro- 
duced ; 
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Thence,  continuing  with  a  curve  to  the  right  a 
distance  of  30  feet  more  or  less  in  and  across  Low- 
man  Street  to  East  Building  line  of  same; 

The  above  description  being  the  center  line  of  the 
proposed  relocated  track  in  the  bed  of  Lowman  and 
Beason  Streets; 

The  track  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  is  shown 
by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  plat  hereto  annexed 
which  is  made  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  rea- 
sonably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise 
of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right 
shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months 
after  the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted 
shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period 
of  twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to 
said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such 
revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to 
renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggi'egate  twenty-five 
years,  the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore  provided  for 
to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and 
the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to 
agi*ee  between  themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third 
arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  re- 
valuation aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the  said  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree 
upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such 
umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all 
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times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full 
municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and  control 
in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant 
herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof;  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall, 
at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void, 
and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from  time 
to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other 
obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltim.ore, 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents, 
or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by 
law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same 
may  be  constructed. 
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Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  loca- 
tion of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or 
welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights  hereby 
gi'anted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum,  payable  in 
advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said  franchise 
and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total 
amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the 
measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal 
feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or  operated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  the  said 
gi'antee  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from 
time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
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from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation,  pres- 
ence, use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  or 
removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and 
tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all 
of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from 
time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks 
and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  grantee,  it  successors  or  assigns,  and 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
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promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so 
affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified 
by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any 
such  removal  of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be 
done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  Highways 
Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals  of 
tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their  entire  ex- 
pense, the  street  bed,  curbs  and  sidewalks  of  all 
streets  and  alleys  disturbed  by  such  removal  of 
tracks,  the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with 
such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in  each 
instance. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and 
all  such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do 
said  work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof 
from  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
gi'antee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  dam- 
ages, costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  be  sub- 
jected by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from 
the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation,  mainte- 
nance, alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation  and/or 
removal  of  said  railroad  tracks,  or  any  of  them,  and 
whether  such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered 
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or  sustained  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  or 
be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corpora- 
tions and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may  become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of 
any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, or  any  of  their  agencies) ,  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare 
require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving, 
relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommo- 
dating of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such 
cases,  promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense 
of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  ad- 
just, alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  protect 
and/or  accommodate  their  said  tracks,  in  whole  or 
in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to 
fully  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  in  further  con- 
sideration of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall  promptly 
remove  from  Beason  and  Lowman  Streets  the  single 
railroad  track  heretofore  authorized  by  Ordinance 
No.  674,  approved  March  9,  1929;  and  shall  prompt-# 
ly  restore  and  repave  said  portions  of  Beason  and 
Lowman  Streets  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  8  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Highways  Engineer. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall  not  stand 
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a  car  or  cars  on  any  part  or  parts  of  the  track  hereby 
authorized. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  674,  approved  March  9,  1929,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed;  provided,  however,  that 
no  claims,  damages,  charges,  and/or  liabilities 
which  have  arisen,  accrued,  or  become  due  under 
said  Ordinance  No.  674,  approved  March  9,  1929  at 
any  time  or  times  prior  to  the  passage  and  approval 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  any  way  affected  by 
the  repeal  of  said  Ordinance. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Railway  Company  and  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  lessee  of  The  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company,  the  said  two  companies  being  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "Grantee'^  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Falls  Road,  the 
center  line  of  said  track  being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  existing  west  build- 
ing line  of  Falls  Road  130  feet  north  of  the  center 
line  of  North  Avenue  and  thence  running  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  in  and  across  said  Falls 
Road,  about  481  feet,  to  intersect  the  proposed  east 
building  line  of  Falls  Road,  40  feet  wide,  8  feet 
south  of  the  center  line  of  Trenton  Street.

curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all 
of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from 
time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks 
and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so

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Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare 
require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving, 
relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommo- 
dating of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such 
cases,  promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense 
of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  ad- 
just, alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  protect 
and/or  accommodate  their  said  tracks,  in  whole  or 
in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to 
fully  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not  stand  a 
car  or  cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  prohibited 
from  operating  railroad  cars  across  Falls  Road 
between  the  hours  of  7:30  to  10:00  a.m.  and  3:30 
to  7 : 00  p.m. ;  further,  that  at  no  time  shall  the  road- 
way of  Falls  Road  be  blocked  by  railroad  equipment, 
and  the  movement  of  cars  across  the  road,  once 
started,  shall  be  continuous  until  the  roadway  is 
clear. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  1032  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  February  28,  1950,  and  Ordi- 
nance No.  1603  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  October  23,  1958,  authorizing 
the  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  a

type  of  work  to  be  done  for  the  Mayor  and  City 
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Council  of  Baltimore  and  to  establish  schedules 
of  minimum  hourly  wage  rates  for  such  classifi- 
cations including  but  not  limited  to  Classifica- 
tions Nos.  1,  2  and  3  as  now,  or  heretofore,  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  and  generally 
amending  the  ordinance  relating  to  certain  con- 
tracts of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  their  provisions  as  to  hours  and  wages. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  14  and  15  of 
Article  1  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition), 
title  ''Mayor  and  City  Council",  sub-title  "City  Con- 
tracts", sub-heading  "Hours  and  Wages",  be  and 
they  are  hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained,  with 
amendments,  and  that  a  new  Section  14A  be  and  it 
is  hereby  added  thereto,  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  14  thereof,  all  to  read  as  follows : 

14.  Each  and  every  contract  made  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  on  its  behalf,  with 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  erection,  conversion,  installation, 
alteration,  repair,  maintenance,  renovation,  razing, 
demolition,  moving,  removing,  grading,  paving,  re- 
paving,  curbing,  filling,  excavation  or  any  other 
operation  or  work  to  be  done  or  performed  in,  on, 
upon  or  in  connection  with  any  building,  bridge, 
viaduct,  tunnel,  tower,  stack  or  other  structure,  air- 
port, land,  highway,  pier,  wharf,  sewer,  drain,  main, 
conduit,  machinery  or  mechanical,  electrical  or  other 
equipment  for  said  municipality  shall  contain  or 
provide  that: 

(a)  Eight  (8)  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's 
work  for  all  laborers,  mechanics  or  apprentices 
directly  employed  by  the  contractor  and  all 
sub-contractors  on  the  project,  except  in  time  of 
war  or  at  other  times  of  emergency  when  it  may  be 
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necessary  to  work  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  in  any 
one  calendar  day  to  protect  or  save  human  life  or 
property,  and  the  contractor  or  any  of  his  sub- 
contractors shall  not  require  or  permit  any  laborer, 
mechanic  or  apprentice  to  work  more  than  eight 
(8)  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day  while  engaged 
on  the  project  except  at  the  times  hereinbefore 
specifically  mentioned; 

(b)  When  any  laborer,  mechanic  or  apprentice 
directly  employed  on  the  project  works  more  than 
eight  (8)  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day  in  time  of 
war  or  at  other  times  of  emergency  as  provided  in 
Sub-section  (a)  hereof,  such  laborer,  mechanic  or 
apprentice  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  minimum 
wage  rate  fixed  in  the  contract  for  working  over- 
time for  each  hour,  or  portion  thereof,  that  he 
works  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  in  any  one  cal- 
endar day; 

(c)  A  schedule  of  minimum  hourly  wage  rates, 
including  those  for  working  on  Sundays,  legal  holi- 
days or  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  in  any  one  cal- 
endar day,  established  by  the  Board  of  Estimates 
as  hereinafter  provided,  to  be  paid  to  all  classes  of 
laborers,  mechanics  or  apprentices  needed  on  the 
project  to  execute  the  contract; 

(d)  The  contractor  and  any  and  all  of  his  sub- 
contractors shall  pay  not  less  than  the  minimum 
hourly  wage  rates  fixed  by  the  schedule  of  such 
wage  rates  forming  a  part  of  the  contract,  un- 
conditionally and  without  subsequent  deduction  or 
rebate  for  any  reason,  except  deductions  which  must 
be  made  by  force  of  law,  to  all  laborers,  mechanics 
and  apprentices  directly  employed  by  him  or  them, 
as  the  case  may  be,  on  the  project; 

(e)  The  contractor  and  each  of  his  sub-contractors 
shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  an  accurate  record 
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showing  the  names  and  occupations  of  all  laborers, 
mechanics  and  apprentices  directly  employed  by  the 
contractor  or  his  sub-contractors,  as  the  case  may 
be,  on  the  project  and  also  showing  by  name,  which 
of  the  employees  are  laborers,  mechanics  or  appren- 
tices respectively,  and  the  actual  hourly  wages  paid 
to  each  of  such  employees,  which  records  shall  be 
open  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  the  examination  and 
inspection  of  the  duly  authorized  agents  or  em- 
ployees of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 
Certified  complete  copy  of  weekly  project  payrolls 
shall  be  filed  not  later  than  Friday  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding week  with  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Legislative  Reference,  and  shall  be  open  to  all  at 
regular  business  hours  of  the  Department  for  ex- 
amination and  inspection  as  public  records; 

(f)  The  contractor  shall  keep  posted  in  a  prom- 
inent and  easily  accessible  place  on  the  project  dur- 
ing the  entire  time  that  the  contract  is  being 
executed  a  complete  schedule  of  all  minimum  hourly 
wage  rates  to  be,  and  being,  paid  to  all  laborers. 
mechanics  or  apprentices  directly  employed  on  the 
project  by  the  contractor  or  any  of  his  sub-con- 
tractors, and  the  schedule  shall  be  available  at  all 
reasonable  hours  for  inspection  by  anyone; 

(g)  In  the  event  the  contractor  or  any  of  his 
sub-contractors  fails  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  Sub-sections  (a),  (b), 
(c)  or  (d)  hereof,  then  the  contractor  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  cal- 
endar day,  or  portion  thereof,  for  each  laborer, 
mechanic  or  apprentice  directly  employed  on  the 
project  and  affected  by  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor or  any  of  his  sub-contractors  to  fully 
comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  Sub- 
sections (a),  (b),  (c)  or  (d)  ;  and  in  addition,  if  the

contractor  or  any  of  his  sub-contractors  fails  or  fail 
to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in 
Sub-sections  (e)  or  (f)  hereof,  then  the  contractor 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for 
each  calendar  day,  or  portion  thereof,  that  the  con- 
tractor or  any  of  his  sub-contractors  fails  or  fail  to 
fully  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  Sub- 
sections (e)  or  (f). 

14 A.  (a)  On  any  project  which  is  operating  under 
a  contract  pursuant  to  this  provision  of  this  sub- 
heading, only  competent  mechanics  and  their  ap- 
prentices of  the  trades,  crafts,  occupations  shall  be 
employed  by  the  contractor  and  all  sub-contractors 
on  the  project,  provided  that  for  every  five  (5) 
mechanics  regularly  employed  by  the  contractor, 
there  may  be  employed  not  more  than  one  (1)  ap- 
prentice as  defined  herein;  provided,  however,  that 
if  less  than  five  (5)  such  mechanics  shall  be  em- 
ployed on  any  project,  but  at  least  one  (1)  such 
mechanic  shall  be  so  employed,  there  may  be  em- 
ployed not  more  than  one  (1)  apprentice  as  de- 
fined herein. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  sub-heading  shall  prevent  the 
employment  of  laborers  to  perform  work  not  ordi- 
narily performed  by  a  skilled  mechanic  or  his  ap- 
prentice of  the  trade,  craft,  or  occupation,  but  no 
person  receiving  the  rate  of  pay  which  is  the  pre- 
vailing rate  for  laborers  shall  perform  work  ordi- 
narily performed  by  any  such  skilled  mechanic  or 
apprentice  of  such  trade,  craft,  or  occupation. 

(c)  The  term  "apprentice"  as  used  in  this  sub- 
heading means  a  person  at  least  sixteen  (16)  years 
of  age  who  has  entered  into  a  written  agreement 
with  an  employer  or  his  agent,  an  association  of 
employers,  or  an  organization  of  employers,  or  a 
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joint  committee  representing  both,  and  which  shall 
state  the  trade,  craft  or  occupation  which  the  ap- 
prentice is  to  be  taught,  and  the  time  at  which  the 
apprenticeship  wiD  begin  and  end. 

15.  The  Board  of  Estimates  is  hereby  authorized

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
Alley  and  the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all  parties 
interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by, 
and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all  applicable 
provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  ]\Iaryland  and  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City 
(1949  Edition)  and  any  and  all  amendments  thereto, 
and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  ordinances  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  and 
all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect  which  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assessments  and  filed 
with  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference.

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  it  is 
necessary  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation 
for  Urban  Renewal  purposes  any  of  the  remaining 
properties  in  the  Project  Area  bounded  by  Edmond- 
son  Avenue,  North  Calhoun  Street,  Harlem  Avenue 
and  North  Carey  Street  and  not  included  in  Sec-

as  set  forth  in  said  notice  have  not  been  met. 


Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  addi- 
tion to  the  housing  standards  found  in  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  of  1950,  as  amended  thereafter,  and  all 
regulations  promulgated  pursuant  thereto,  the  fol- 
lowing additional  housing  standards  are  herewith 
established  for  the  314  Demonstration  Project  Area. 

(a)  Every  structure  with  any  combination  of 
three  or  more  dwelling  or  non-dwelling  units  shall 
be  provided  with  a  heating  system  capable  of  main- 
taining a  temperature  of  at  least  70  degrees  Fahren- 
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heit  in  sleeping,  dining  and  living  rooms,  bath  and 
toilet  rooms,  dressing  and  locker  rooms,  lobbies, 
operating  offices  and  hallways,  when  the  outside 
temperature  is  zero ;  and  at  least  55  degrees  Fahren- 
heit in  all  other  portions  of  such  building.  Every 
owner  or  lessor  of  every  structure  containing  any 
combination  of  three  or  more  dwelling  or  non-dwell- 
ing units,  except  where  the  heating  system  of  any 
dwelling  unit  or  non-dwelling  unit  is  under  the 
exclusive  control  of  its  respective  occupant,  and 
every  owner  or  operator  of  a  rooming  house,  lodg- 
ing house  or  hotel  shall  supply  heat  to  every  habit- 
able room  so  as  to  provide  a  temperature  of  70  de- 
grees Fahrenheit  three  feet  from  the  floor  at  all 
times  during  the  period  from  October  1  to  May  1, 
except  on  those  calendar  days  when  the  minimum 
outside  temperature  exceeds  60  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

(b)  Every  habitable  room  of  every  structure  shall 
contain  at  least  two  separate  duplex  convenience 
electrical  outlets  except  that  any  room  with  a  perim- 
eter of  over  fifty  feet  shall  contain  at  least  three 
separate  duplex  convenience  electrical  outlets. 
Every  toilet  room,  bathroom,  laundry  room,  furnace 
room,  and  public  hall  shall  contain  at  least  one 
supplied  ceiling  or  wall-type  electric  light  fixture 
and  necessary  outlets  for  such  appliances  as  are 
used  therein.  Outlets  shall  be  so  located  as  reason- 
ably to  provide  service  to  appliances  in  different 
parts  of  the  room. 

(c)  No  room  in  any  basement  or  cellar  shall  be 
occupied  as  a  habitable  room  unless  70%  of  the 
required  window  area  for  light  and  ventilation  as 
set  forth  in  Regulation  6  of  "The  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations Governing  the  Hygiene  of  Housing"  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Health  Department  shall  be  above 
the  ground  level.  All  windows  must  be  tight  f-ttin^, 
and  have  sashes  of  proper  size  and  design.    Sashes 
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with  rotten  wood,  broken  joints,  or  broken  or  loose 
mullions  shall  be  replaced. 

(d)  Work  performed  in  complying  with  the  Re- 
newal Plan  for  the  314  Demonstration  Project,  in- 
chiding  but  not  limited  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Health  Department,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
Phmibing  Division  of  the  Health  Department,  Zon- 
ing Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
Mechanical  and  Electrical  Inspection  Division  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment in  respect  to  minimum  housing  standards,  shall 
be  done  in  workmanlike  manner  and  according  to 
accepted  standards  of  the  building  trades. 

(e)  Every  structure  and  every  dwelling  and  every 
non-residential  unit  therein  and  every  part  thereof 
shall  be  maintained  in  good  repair  by  the  owner, 
executor,  administrator,  trustee,  guardian,  or  agent. 
Good  repair  shall  include  keeping  properly  painted 
all  interior  and  exterior  surfaces  which  are  painted 
in  normal  practice.  Any  flaking  paint  shall  be  re- 
moved. All  lead  base  paint  shall  be  removed  from 
interior  surfaces  before  repainting. 

(f)  All  of  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  of  1950,  as  amended  thereafter,  and  all  regu- 
lations promulgated  pursuant  thereto  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  (a)  to  (e)  above,  which  apply  to  the 
exterior  of  a  property,  shall  be  complied  with  al- 
though the  property  may  be  vacant. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars  (?100.00)  and  each  day's  violation 
shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 
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Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Director  of  Property  Acquisition  of  Baltimore  City- 
is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  the  pur- 
poses described  in  this  ordinance,  the  fee  simple 
interests  in  and  to  the  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
mentioned  in  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  this  ordinance, 
together  with  the  improvements  thereupon.  If  the 
said  Director  of  Property  Acquisition  is  unable  to 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase 
price  for  the  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  together 
with  the  improvements  thereupon  he  shall  forthwith 
notify  the  City  Solicitor  of  Baltimore  City,  who 
shall  thereupon  forthwith  institute,  in  the  name  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  neces- 
sary legal  proceedings  to  acquire  by  condemnation 
the  fee  simple  interests  in  and  to  the  aforesaid  pieces 
or  parcels  of  land  herein  described  together  with 
the  improvements  thereupon.

An  ordinance  approving  a  renewal  plan  for  Renewal 
Project  4,  a  renewal  project  lying  within  a  por- 
tion of  Renewal  Area  4  as  designated  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  861,  approved  May  7,  1947,  and  within 
a  portion  of  the  Downtown  Urban  Renewal  Area 
as  designated  by  Ordinance  No.  1210,  approved 
January  24,  1958,  and  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
1586,  approved  July  9,  1958;  authorizing  the  ac- 
quisition by  purchase  or  by  condemnation  by  the 
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Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  urban 
renewal  purposes,  of  the  fee  simple  title  to  cer- 
tain pieces  or  parcels  of  land  situate  in  Baltimore 
City,  within  said  Renewal  Project  4,  said  renewal 
project  lying  within  the  area  bounded  by  Colvin 
Street  on  the  East,  Fayette  Street  on  the  south, 
Fallsway  on  the  west  and  an  irregular  line  on  the 
north  located  between  Gay,  Orleans  and  Low 
Streets ;  waiving  such  requirements,  if  any,  as  to 
content  of  or  procedure  for  the  preparation,  ap- 
proval and  adoption  of  renewal  plans  as  set  forth 
in  Ordinance  No.  692,  approved  December  31, 
1956,  which  the  renewal  plan  as  approved  for 
Renewal  Project  4  may  not  meet;  providing  for 
the  separability  of  the  various  parts  and  applica- 
tions of  this  ordinance;  and  providing  for  the 
effective  date  hereof. 

Whereas,  The  area  known  as  "Renewal  Project 
4"  lies  within  a  portion  of  that  area  designated  as 
"Renewal  Area  4"  by  Ordinance  No.  861,  approved 
May  7,  1947,  and  within  a  portion  of  that  area 
designated  as  the  "Downtown  Urban  Renewal  Area" 
by  Ordinance  No.  1210,  approved  January  24,  1958, 
and  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1586,  approved  July 
9,  1958;  and 

Whereas,  Under  Ordinance  No.  692,  approved 
December  31,  1956,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  was  authorized  to  prepare  Re- 
newal Plans  and  to  plan  and  to  undertake  Renewal 
Projects  in  Renewal  Areas;  and 

Whereas,  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  has  prepared  a  Renewal  Plan  for 
"Renewal  Project  4"  within  "Renewal  Area  4"  and 
the  "Downtown  Urban  Renewal  Area",  said  Plan 
consisting  of  fifteen  pages  and  exhibits  numbered 
1  through  11,  inclusively;  and 
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Whereas,  The  said  Renewal  Plan  was  approved 
as  a  Renewal  Plan  by  the  Planning  Commission  of 
Baltimore  City  on  April  15,  1959,  and  approved, 
adoj^ted  and  recommended  to  the  City  Council  by 
the  Commission  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  on  April  17,  1959;  now,  there 
fore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Renewal  Plan  for 
"Renewal  Project  4",  identified  as  **Urban  Renewal 
Plan.  Renewal  Project  4",  having  been  duly  re- 
viewed and  considered,  is  hereby  approved,  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  City  Council  is  hereby  directed  to 
file  a  copy  of  said  Renewal  Plan  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Legislative  Reference  as  a  permanent  public 
record  and  to  make  the  same  available  for  public 
inspection  and  information. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  it  is 
necessary  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  by  condemna- 
tion for  Urban  Renewal  purposes  the  pieces  and 
parcels  of  land  with  the  improvements  thereupon 
situate  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  and  described 
as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  formed  by  the 
intersection  of  the  centerline  of  Orleans  Street,  70 
feet  wide,  and  the  southwest  side  of  Colvin  Street, 
30  feet  wide,  produced ;  thence  binding  on  the  cen- 
terline of  said  Orleans  Street  easterly  415  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  southeast  side  of  Low 
Street,  33  feet  wide,  as  produced ;  thence  binding 
reversely  on  the  southeast  side  of  said  Low  Street, 
southwesterly  255  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the 
northeast  side  of  Colvin  Street,  60  feet  wide,  thence 
binding  along  the  northeast  side  of  said  Colvin 
Street,  60  feet  wide,  southeasterly  445  feet,  more  or 
less;  thence  continuing  along  the  northeast  side  of 
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said  Colvin  Street,  60  feet  wide,  675  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  intersect  the  centerline  of  Fayette  Street,  100 
feet  wide;  thence  binding  on  the  centerhne  of  said 
Faj^ette  Street  southwesterly  970  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
intersect  the  east  side  of  Fallsway,  75  feet  wide,  as 
produced;  thence  binding  northwesterly  671  feet, 
more  or  less,  on  the  east  side  of  said  Fallsway  to  in- 
tersect the  northwest  side  of  Low  Street,  33  ft.  wide ; 
thence  binding  on  the  northwest  side  of  said  Low 
Street,    northeasterly    140    feet,   more   or   less,   to 
intersect  the   southwest  side   of  Front   Street,   50 
feet  wide;  thence  binding  on  the  southwest  side  of 
said  Front  Street  northwesterly  40  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  intersect  the  northwest  side  of  Low  Street, 
as  produced,  and  thence  binding  on  the  northwest 
side  of  said  Low  Street,  northeasterly  205  feet,  more 
or  less,  to  intersect  the  southwest  side  of  Groome 
Alley,  17  feet  wide ;  thence  binding  on  the  southwest 
side  of  said  Groome  Alley  northwesterly  105  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  common  boundary  line 
of  two  parcels  of  land  known  as  308  High  Street 
and  310  High  Street,  as  produced;  thence  binding 
on  the  common  boundary  line  of  said  parcels  north- 
easterly 185  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  north- 
east  side   of   High  Street,   50    feet   wide;    thence 
binding    on    said    northeast    side    of    High    Street 
southeasterly  105  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the 
northwest  side  of  said  Low  Street ;  thence  binding  on 
the  northwest  side  of  said  Low  Street  northeasterly 
150  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  northeastern- 
most  boundary  line  of  a  parcel  of  land  known  as  301- 
321  High  Street ;  thence  binding  on  the  northeastern- 
most  boundary  line  of  said  parcel  northwesterly  125 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  common  boundary 
line  of  two  parcels  of  land  known  as  312  Exeter 
Street  and  314  Exeter  Street;  thence  binding  on  the 
common  boundary  line  of  said  parcels  northeasterly 
140  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  northeast  side 
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of  Exetor  Street,  50  feet  wide;  thence  binding  on 
the  northeast  side  of  said  Exeter  Street,  southeast- 
erly 70  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  common 
boundary  line  of  two  parcels  of  land  known  as  307 
Exeter  Street  and  305  Exeter  Street ;  thence  binding 
on  the  common  boundary  line  of  said  parcels  north- 
easterly 08  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the  north- 
easternmost  boundary  line  of  a  parcel  of  land 
known  as  307  Exeter  Street ;  thence  binding  on  the 
northeasternmost  boundary  of  said  parcel  of  land, 
northwesterly  24  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect  the 
common  boundary  line  of  two  parcels  of  land  known 
as  308  Colvin  Street  and  310  Colvin  Street,  thence 
binding  on  the  common  boundary  line  of  said  par- 
cels northeasterly  66  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect 
the  southwest  side  of  Colvin  Street,  30  feet  wide; 
thence  binding  on  the  southwest  side  of  Colvin 
Street,  30  feet  wide,  northwesterly  180  feet,  more 
or  less,  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Saving  and  excepting,  however,  out  of  the  above 
area  of  ground  those  properties  known  as  201  Falls- 
way,  120  North  Front  Street  and  126  North  Front 
Street  and  identified  as  lot  No.  1/7  in  Bureau  of 
Surveys  Block  No.  1306C,  and  lots  Nos.  7  and  8  in 
Bureau  of  Surveys  Block  No.  1306D. 

Sec.  3.  Aiid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Di- 
rector of  Property  Acquisition  of  Baltimore  City 
is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  the  pur- 
poses described  in  this  ordinance,  the  fee  simple 
interests  in  and  to  the  aforesaid  pieces  or  parcels 
of  land  together  with  the  improvements  thereupon. 
If  the  said  Director  of  Property  Acquisition  is  un- 
able to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the 
purchase  price  for  the  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
together  with  the  improvements  thereupon,  he  shall 
forthwith   notify   the   Citv   Solicitor   of   Baltimore 
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City,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  institute,  in  the 
name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
the  necessary  legal  proceedings  to  acquire  by  con- 
demnation the  fee  simple  interests  in  and  to  the 
aforesaid  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  herein  described 
together  with  the  improvements  thereupon. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  what- 
ever respect,  if  any,  the  said  Renewal  Plan  hereby 
approved  for  Renewal  Project  4  may  not  meet  the 
requirements  as  to  the  content  of  a  Renewal  Plan 
or  the  procedure  for  the  preparation,  adoption  and 
approval  of  a  Renewal  Plan  as  provided  in  Ordi- 
nance No.  692,  approved  December  31,  1956,  the 
said  requirements  are  hereby  waived  and  the  Re- 
newal Plan  approved  hereby  is  exempted  therefrom. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part 
in  or  of  this  Ordinance  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  invalid,  the  re- 
maining provisions  and  the  application  of  such  pro- 
visions to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  .the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section 
or  part  or  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  is  to  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Western  Maryland 
Railroad  Company  to  construct,  maintain,  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  beds  of 
Cromwell  and  Light  Streets,  beginning  at  a 
point  on  the  west  building  line  of  Light  Street, 
about  100  feet  south  of  the  south  building  line 
of  Cromwell  Street,  and  running  thence  in  a 
northeasterly  direction  across  the  intersection  of 
Light  and  Cromwell  Streets  to  a  point  on  the 
north  building  line  of  Cromwell  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Western  Maryland 
Railway  Company,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
''Grantee",  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized,  subject 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth, 
to  construct  and  operate  a  single  railroad  track  in 
the  beds  of  Light  and  Cromwell  Streets,  the  center 
line  of  said  track  hereby  authorized  being  described 
as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  west  building  line  of 
Light  Street,  about  100  feet  south  of  the  south 
building  line  of  Cromwell  Street,  and  running  thence 
in  a  northeasterly  and  northerly  direction  and  with 
a  curve  to  the  right  and  left  in  Light  Street  and 
across  the  intersection  of  Light  and  Cromwell 
Streets  160  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point  on  the 
north  building  line  of  Cromwell  Street  at  a  distance 
of  about  55  feet  from  the  west  building  line  of 
Light  Street  produced. 

The  above  description  being  the  center  line  of 
the  proposed  relocated  track  in  the  beds  of  Light 
and  Cromwell  Streets. 
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The  track  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown 
by  the  line  colored  red  on  a  plat  entitled  ''Western 
Maryland  Railway  Company — Proposed  Relocated 
Locke  Insulator  Siding",  dated  February  25,  1959, 
numbered  15-G-9-C,  which  is  hereto  annexed  and 
made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  rea- 
sonably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise 
of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right 
shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months 
after  the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted 
shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period 
of  twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to 
said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such 
revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to 
renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five 
years,  the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore  provided  for 
to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint 
a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority 
of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to 
the  revaluation  aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the  said 
arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint 
such  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  right 
and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  munici- 
pal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant  here- 
in contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
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thereof,  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall, 
at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become 
void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate 
as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from  time 
to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other 
portions  of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  author- 
ized by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the 
spaces  between  the  i*ails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two 
feet  on  either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials 
the  same  may  be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construe- 
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tion  and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change 
the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any 
of  them,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  High- 
ways Engineer  the  public  interest,  convenience, 
safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum,  payable  in 
advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said  franchise 
and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total 
amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the 
measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal 
feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or  operated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  the  said 
grantee  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from 
time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation,  pres- 
ence, use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  or 
removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
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Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and 
tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all 
of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from 
time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks 
and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  apppurtenances  so 
affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified 
by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any 
such  removal  of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be 
done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  Highways 
Engineer.    And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals  of 
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tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their  entire  ex- 
pense, the  street  bed,  curbs  and  sidwalks  of  all 
streets  and  alleys  disturbed  by  such  removal  of 
tracks,  the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with 
such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in  each 
instance. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail,  ne- 
glect or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable  time 
any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done  by  them, 
from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all  such 
instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work 
and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  dam- 
ages, costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor 
and  Cit}^  Council  may  from  time  to  time  be  sub- 
jected by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from 
the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation,  mainte- 
nance, alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation  and/or 
removal  of  said  railroad  tracks,  or  any  of  them,  and 
whether  such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered 
or  sustained  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  or 
be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corpora- 
tions and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may  become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of 
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any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/ or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/ or  welfare 
require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving, 
relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommo- 
dating of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such 
cases,  promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Western  Maryland 
Railway  Company,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Grantee",  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized,  subject 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth, 
to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single  rail- 
road track  in  the  bed  of  Terminal  Street,  the  center 
line  of  said  track  hereby  authorized  being  described 
as  follows: 

i^eginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the  south 
building  line  of  Terminal  Street,  about  128  feet 
west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Constitution  Street 
and  running  thence  northerly  in  and  across  the  bed 
of  Terminal  Street  to  a  point  on  the  north  building 
line  of  said  street,  about  127  feet  west  of  the  west 
building  line  of  said  Constitution  Street. 

The  above  description  being  the  center  line  of 
the  proposed  relocated  track  in  the  bed  of  Terminal 
iStreet. 
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The  track  hereby  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is 
shown  by  the  Hnes  colored  red  on  a  plat  dated 
Decembei-  29,  1958,  entitled  "Proposed  Team  Track 
— Hillen  Terminal",  which  is  hereby  annexed  and 
made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  rea- 
sonably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise 
of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right 
shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months 
after  the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted 
shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period 
of  twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to 
said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such 
revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to 
renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five 
years,  the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore  provided 
for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from  time 
to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other 
obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents, 
or  any  other  officers  or  agents  dulj^  authorized  by 
law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same 
may  be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  en- 
tire satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight 
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as  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall  determine. 
The  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  ex- 
pense, change  the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized,  or  any  of  them,  whenever  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  Highways  Engineer  the  public  inter- 
est, convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so 
require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum, 
payable  in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said 
franchise  and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track 
and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City  upon  the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual 
number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  main- 
tained or  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  and  the  said  grantee  shall  also  pay  all 
expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  no- 
tice from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and 
tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove

fare require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  mov-

shall  promptly  restore  and  repave  said  portions  of 
Terminal  and  Courtney  Streets,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  this  ordinance,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  not  stand 
a  car  or  cars  on  any  part  or  parts  of  the  track 
hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  723,  approved  June  7,  1949,  be  and  the 
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same  is  hereby  repealed,  provided,  however,  that 
no  claims,  damages,  charges,  and  or  liabilities 
which  have  arisen,  accrued,  or  become  due  under 
said  Ordinance  No.  723,  approved  June  7,  1949, 
at  any  time  or  times  prior  to  the  passage  and  ap- 
proval of  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  any  way  af- 
fected by  the  repeal  of  said  ordinance.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  (1949  Edition), 
title  "Baltimore  City",  sub-title  "City  Council",  to 
add  a  new  Section  18A  thereto,  to  follow  immedi- 
ately after  Section  18  thereof,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  proposed,  to  read  as  follows  if  adopted  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore : 

18A.  City  Council — Emergency  Vacancies.  If,  by 
reason  of  any  natural  or  man-made  catastrophe  or 
calamity,  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
City  Council  are  killed,  or  are  sick,  incapacitated, 
missing  or  otherwise  unavailable  for  either  a  tem- 
poraiy  or  an  indefinite  period,  so  that  for  a  tempo- 
rary or  indefinite  period  there  are  not  eleven  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  present  and  available  to 
permit  that  body  to  function,  the  Governor  of  Mary- 
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land,  or  other  person  acting  in  that  capacity,  is 
authorized  to  appoint  for  a  temporary  or  indefinite 
period  persons  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  existing. 
Insofar  as  possible,  each  of  the  appointees  shall  have 
the  qualifications  required  of  members  of  the  City 
Council.  During  their  tenure,  all  such  appointive 
members  of  the  City  Council  possess  and  may  exer- 
cise the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  regularly  elected 
members  therein.  Each  appointee  shall  continue  to 
hold  office  during  the  incapacity  or  unavailability  of 
the  member  whose  position  he  was  appointed  to  fill, 
or  until  the  position  is  filled  pursuant  to  the  regular 
election  and  qualification  of  a  successor.
